Billup s9 Resig na tio n Accep ted b y YMCA 


KINGSTON—The YMCA’s ex ecu tiv e 
bo ard, meeting in special seesio n Mo nday 
afterno o n, accepted the resig natio n o f its 
beleag u ered assistant g eneral directo r, 
James R. Billu ps. 
Wallace A. Pfeiffer, president o f the Y's 
bo ard o f directo rs, anno u nced to day that 
Billu ps, the su bject o f a co ntinu ing co n­ 
tro v ersy co ncerning mo ney he alleg edly 
bo rro wed fro m the Ulster Co u nty Co m­ 
mu nity Actio n Co mmittee fo r a YMCA 
mini-bike pro g ram, had tendered his res­ 
ig natio n to the bo ard o f directo rs and that 
it was accepted, effectiv e March 9.

KINGSTON—Appo intment as actin g 
chief o v er two depu ty chiefs senio r to him 
may hav e co me as so mething o f a su rprise 
to William Schreiber. The pro blems fac­ 
ing the department in March o f 197 5 
didn’t. 
“I was aware o f a lack o f u nder­ 
standing ," he to ld the Freeman last week. 
“I felt it best to clarify that situ atio n." 
Schreiber, o f co u rse, was referring to 
the o n-g o ing dispu tes between the city ’s 


Pfeiffer 
said that 
Billu ps, in his 
statement o f resig natio n, said he was 
leav ing the YMCA “as a resu lt o f any o f 
his activ ities which mig ht hav e neg ativ e­ 
ly affected the YMCA. 
"And mo re specifically , as a resu lt o f 
the pu blicity su rro u nding his activ ities as 
president o f the bo ard o f the Ulter Co u nty 
Co mmu nity Actio n Co mmittee.” 
Pfeiffer also said that Billu ps “ex ­ 
tended his sincere apo lo g ies fo r any em- 
barassment he may hav e cau sed the 
members o f the bo ard o f the YMCA." 
Billu ps had been emplo y ed at the 


paid and v o lu nteer fire fo rces. The first 
o ppo rtu nity to “clarify ” the situ atio n 
o ccu rred o nly a week after he was ap­ 
po inted. 
Co incidentally , it had to do with train­ 
ing , an area in which Schreiber and his 
training o fficer, Capt. Ro bert Priest, g et 
hig h marks fro m bo th paids and v o lu n­ 
teers. 
The o ccasio n was the mo nthly training 
sessio n fo r v o lu nteers; in March o f 197 5 
it was held at Central Statio n. Schreiber, 
witho u t making any mentio n o f dif­ 
ferences between the two factio ns, made 
it clear in what was to be his first o f many 
written o rders that he wo u ldn’t to lerate 
harassment o n either side. “This class 
(the v o lu nteers) is to be treated in a 
co rdial manner" (by the paid men o n 


YMCA since 1971 when he mo v ed fro m 
Clev eland. He was o rig inally emplo y ed as 
co mmu nity pro g ram directo r's the lo cal 
Y’s first appo intee to that po st. He was 
pro mo ted to assistant g eneral directo r in 
197 4. His salary was believ ed to be in the 
$14,000 to $15,000 rang e. 
Ro bert Stu bbs, ex ecu tiv e directo r, said 
he wo u ld assu me Billu ps’ du ties fo r the 
present. 
Co u nty leg islato r Melv in Mo nes, the 
co u nty 's o nly appo intee o n the UCCAC 
bo ard o f directo rs, said to day that 
Billu ps' resig natio n fro m the YMCA 


du ty at Central Statio n) he wro te o n 
March 27 , 197 5. 
He fo llo wed his first o rder with so me­ 
thing mo re specific less than a mo nth 
later. On April 10 Schreiber wro te the 
men, “Use o f abu siv e lang u ag e to any 
member o f the department, pro fessio nal 
o r v o lu nteer, will cease immediately .” 
“I like thing s in writing ,” Schreiber 
say s. “It lets peo ple kno w where they 
stand.” 
Schreiber do esn’t pretend to hav e all 
the answers and he do esn’t claim to hav e 
so lv ed all the pro blems. “I hav e basically 
treated it with a little mo re u nder­ 
standing . I listened to the pro blems. They 
were lo o king fo r answers. They mig ht no t 
hav e g o tten the answers they wanted by t 
they g o t so mething ." 
The chief said he prefers the "chain o f 
co mmand" in dealing with firemanic 
pro blems, “altho u g h I wanted to kno w 
what was g o ing o n all the time. I to ld the 
paid men the same thing .” 
Schreiber sees Priest and his training 
pro g ram as his interface with the v o lu n­ 
teers, his co ndu it fo r co mmu nicatio n. “I 
think the training pro g ram bro u g ht abo u t 
a little clo ser link," said Schreiber. “The 
fact that Capt. Priest was a paid man 
meant he co u ld serv e as a g o between 
when necessary .” 
Schreiber appears less than satisfied 
with his training pro g rams despite their 
impro v ement du ring the past few y ears. 
It’s still a catch-as-catch-can o peratio n in 
terms o f fu nding by the city . A $1,000 
g rant fro m IBM made po ssible the 
pu rchase o f pro jecto rs and film equ ip­ 
ment fo r training . The department g o t 
so me su rplu s fo am at barg ain basement 
prices so they co u ld practice o il and 
electrical fire fig hting . 
Schreiber inclu des bo th paids and v o l­ 
u nteers in his training pro g rams. “It had 
been set u p o n a weekly basis,” he said. 
“Bu t it petered o u t. The training o fficer 
didn’t hav e any thing to wo rk with and 
they were rig ht in criticizing it.” 
It was o ne o f the few direct references 
Schreiber made to Wicks Ho se and its 
criticism o f the department’s adminis­ 
tratio n. 
He ag rees that a "mino rity o f peo ple at 
Wicks” cau sed the pro blems bu t do esn’t 
think the entire co mpany sho u ld be pe­ 
nalized. “I do n’t want the g ro u p that is 
try ing to do rig ht to be discredited,” he 
said. 
He do esn’t take sides in what are the 
two majo r po ints o f difference between 
the paids and the v o ls: co nso lidatio n and 
the to w per cent mo ney . 
On the latter issu e, he o ffers no o pinio n, 
apparently feeling it is a matter o u tside 
his realm o f respo nsibility as chief. 
On co nso lidatio n, he leans to ward the 
paid po sitio n, at least in terms o f the 
eco no mics. “Fro m the standpo int o f eco n­ 
o my it wo u ld definitely be cheaper," 
Schreiber said. “The mo st inactiv e co m­ 
pany (Ex celsio r Ho se) g ets as mu ch to 
maintain it as the mo st activ e co mpany ,” 
(Wicks).

Schreiber do esn’t see any real pro blems 
with co v erag e if the nu mber o f v o lu nteer 
co mpanies were redu ced. “It’s a matter o f 
u tilizing what y o u hav e either way . I 
do n’t think it wo u ld basically chang e that 
mu ch." 
Schreiber do esn’t see it happening , 
tho u g h, at least no t in the immediate 
fu tu re. "Unless they can pro du ce eno u g h 
facts to co nv ince the aldermen and the 
may o r (that) this is the ro u te to g o , 
they 're ju st spinning their wheels." 
The chief do esn’t do wnplay the necessi­ 
ty o f the v o lu nteers, ho wev er. He sees 
them as a backu p fo rce to the paid 
department, to be u sed any time they ’re 
needed. “I do n’t ev er want a fire to g et 
away ju st becau se the v o lu nteers weren’t 
called," he said. "I hav e definitely 
stressed to all the o fficers in charg e, that 
they want to hav e eno u g h help.” 
Co nv ersely , Schreiber wants to av o id 
the ex treme. “Hav ing su fficient ap­ 
paratu s is o ne thing , Hav ing ex cess is 
ano ther,” he said, indicating that any ­ 
time a fire tru ck is o n the ro ad “hazards 
o f (traffic) accidents are g reatly in­ 
creased.”

"The paids co u ld pro bably handle the 
majo rity

said 
Schreiber. 
“There’s alway s that o ne where ex tra men 
are needed. Yo u need ex tra help." 
As fo r the o v erall situ atio n, Schreiber, 
like mo st o f the paids and v o lu nteers, sees 
impro v ement. “I feel thing s are better,” 
he said. "1 feel the big g est v erificatio n (fo r 
the statement) that 1 hav e is when the 
v o lu nteers tell me themselv es. It’s no t 
twisting their arm and no bo dy ’s telling 
them to say it."

NAPANOCH—Claiming that she has 
been su bject to co ntinu ing harassment 
and threats by the Ku Klu x Klan and 
that state priso n o fficials hav e impeded 
her effo rts to pro tect herself, Ms. Nancy 
Lo o ri, directo r o f v o lu nteer serv ices at 
E astern C o rrectio nal F acility in 
Napano ch, has resig ned fro m her po si­ 
tio n. 
The recent refu sal by priso n o fficials to 
allo w Ms. Lo o ri to carry a handg u n o n 
state pro perty and to keep the g u n in the 
priso n 
arsenal 
du ring 
her 
wo rkday 
spu rred her o n to make the decisio n to 
qu it the po st. 
She beg an carry ing a g u n to wo rk in late 
197 4. At that time she charg ed that the 
KKK had sent her letters thro u g h the 
priso n’s internal mail sy stem, that her 
o ffice had been bro ken into and that her 
car had been rammed sev eral times in the 
parking lo t at the priso n facility . 
Ms. Lo o ri to ld the Freeman that last 
December she disco v ered that her hand­ 
g u n had been serio u sly tampered with 
while in the priso n arsenal, cau sing it to 
misfire and necessitating ex pensiv e re­ 
pairs. 
She charg ed 
that 
priso n o fficials, 
altho u g h no tifed o f the incident, to o k no 
steps to inv estig ate it. 
“They wo u ld rather make me a sitting 
du ck fo r the Ku Klu x Klan rather than 
admit they hav e no co ntro l o v er what 
o fficers do in the arsenal,” she said, 
adding that there are so me “g o o d” o f­ 
ficers. 
She said she was later to ld that she 
co u ld no lo ng er bring the weapo n o nto 
state pro perty , altho u g h she feels she 
needs it fo r perso nal pro tectio n while 
trav eling to and fro m wo rk. She resides in 
the Middleto wn area. 
Ms Lo o ri said since being o rdered no t 
to bring the weapo n with her, she has had 
to trav el with friends who she say s will 
no t let her trav el alo ne.

Billu ps later amended his sto ry stating 
that the mini bike pro g ram had been 
priv ately fu nded, He said he paid the 
mo ney back to UCCAC thro u g h Jo seph 
o n Sept. 10. Asked abo u t pu blished re­ 
po rts that the mo ney had been paid in 
No v ember and December in two install­ 
ments, Billu ps replied. "Yo u ’ll hav e to 
ask Dav e (Jo seph) abo u t that.” Jo seph, 
reached by the press, denied Billu ps 
v ersio n. 


Jo seph’s o u ster came after he » o u g ht a 
$4,500 adv ance o n his salary alleg edly to 
help finance a pro g ram at a fo rmer chu rch 
o n Abeel Street in which he and Billu pa 
were inv o lv ed. When UCCAC Treasu rer 
Mary Lo u Ro wland refu sed, she was fired 
by Jo seph. She was later reinstated. 


Mo nes had called fo r an "in ho u se 
inv estig atio n” o f the who le co ntro v ersy 
by the Co mmu nity Serv ices Asso ciatio n, 
the federal ag ency which o v ersees Co m­ 
mu nity Actio n pro g rams. Mo nes said he 
co ntacted CSA by letter so me ten day s 
ag o and ex pects an answer by the end o f 
this week. 


She said she has been fo llo wed sev eral 
times and has been su bjected to so me 12- 
15 incidents o f harassment while at wo rk 
at the priso n since 197 4. Threatening 
letters hav e been slipped u nder the do o r 
to her o ffice and she has receiv ed internal 
telepho ne calls o f a threatening natu re, 
she said. 
Ms. Lo o ri said she feels an arrest o f her 
last Ju ly was also inspired by the KKK 
in so me way . She ex plained that she was 
arrested while at wo rk o n a bad check 
charg e o u t o f Orang e Co u nty . The check 
was o nly in the amo u nt o f $15, she said, 
and the charg e was later dro pped. 
She say s the arrest was the o nly time 
a priso n emplo y e has ev er been charg ed 
in su ch a way while at wo rk. 
Acco rding to Ms. Lo o ri, priso n o fficials 
hav e twice o ffered her jo bs with the 
department in Albany . She said she has 
tu rned the o ffers do wn becau se she can 
no t wo rk fo r an ag ency that is “wo rse than 
indifferent" abo u t the safety o f its em­ 
plo y es.

KINGSTON—A petitio n by 59 ho meo wners in the Spring Lake area fo r city water 
— rejected 4-1 by the water bo ard last Thu rsday nig ht—has bipartisan su ppo rt in 
the Co mmo n Co u ncil, a Freeman su rv ey rev eals. 
“I definitely wo u ld hav e fav o red g iv ing them water,"said Alderman Peter J. 
Mancu so , D-12th Ward, majo rity leader o f the Co mmo n Co u ncil. 
“Yo u can qu o te me," said Mancu so ’s o ppo site nu mber, mino rity leader Alderman 
Titu s B. Sims, R-13th Ward. Sims takes the po sitio n that as lo ng as the city ’s o wn 
water su pply is assu red, that the water bo ard sho u ld enco u rag e the sale o f water fo r 
pro fit to adjacent lo calities. “We’re in a situ atio n no w where o u r pro perty v alu es are 
g o ing do wn, o u r tax es are g o ing u p and we can’t ev en affo rd a raise fo r emplo y es. 
We sho u ld be lo o king fo r new so u rces o f rev enu es like this,” Sims said. 
Alderman Do nald E. Qu ick, D-Six th Ward, chairman o f the Co u ncil's majo r 
co mmittee. Laws and Ru les, also feels that the residents o f Spring Lake, who hav e 
been liv ing with po llu ted water fo r at least the last 10 y ears, sho u ld be so ld city water. 
"I feel we sho u ld g iv e them the water,” Qu ick said. “I think they hav e different 
circu mstances than so me o f the o ther places who ’v e asked fo r it. 
“Ou r city mains g o rig ht o u t to the to wn line," Qu ick co ntinu ed, “So I do n't see 
where it’d be that mu ch o f a pro blem. Also , we co u ld g et rev enu e fro m selling water 
and we co u ld su re u se that.” 
Qu ick feels the Spring Lake residents appeal disting u ishes their situ atio n fro m 
o thers. "I can u nderstand the water department no t do ing it fo r ev ery o ne and his 
bro ther. Bu t these peo ple are destitu te. They ’v e liv ed with this a lo ng time. They 
really need it.” 
Alderman Jo hn E. Finch, D-Fifth Ward, chairman o f the Co u ncil’s Finance, Way s 
and Means Co mmittee, tho u g h sy mpathetic, takes a so mewhat different v iew. “I can 
u nderstand the water bo ard’s po sitio n in terms o f respo nsibility to city residents.” 
he said. 
“There certainly is a pro blem, there," Finch co ntinu ed, “bu t I perso nally wo nder 
what o ther av enu es the To wn o f Ulster has inv estig ated. 
“I think the co mmu nities hav e to start thinking o f their co mmo n interests, be it 
recreatio n, be it water su pply o r be it so lid waste. I think we hav e co mmo n pro blems 
and I think the day has co me to wo rk o n them to g ether.” 
The water bo ard is already familiar with the po sitio ns taken by Mancu so and Sims, 
bo th hav ing been inv ited to the Febru ary meeting o f the bo ard fo r a discu ssio n o f 
the situ atio n. 
“I g o alo ng with Frank Sass and Jack Shienv o ld,” Mancu so said, in reference to 
Co mmissio ner Sass and Water Bo ard President Shienv o ld. “The city has the water," 
Mancu so said. “We’v e g o ne fro m six millio n g allo ns co nsu mptio n a day to three 
millio n. Like Jack and Frank said, they 're in the bu siness to sell water, so why no t 
sell it? I can’t see ho w it wo u ld jeo pardize the citizens o f King sto n." 
Qu ick adds his u nderstanding is that the residents o f Go lf Terrace, Sacco man 
Av enu e and Catskill Av enu e who hav e been petitio ning the city are willing to pay 
any and all ex penses to ho o k into the city sy stem. 
"1 do n’t see ho w we co u ld lo se any thing ," he said. 
Residents o f Spring Lake will appear befo re the Ulster To wn Bo ard when it meets 
Wednesday nig ht in reg u lar sessio n. Repo rtedly , the to wn bo ard is prepared to o ffer 
a plan whereby water sy stems su rro u nding the Spring Lake area can be co mbined 
into an o v erall water district to su pply fresh water. Indicatio ns are ho wev er, that it 
wo u ld be co nsiderably mo re ex pensiv e than ho o king into the city sy stem which is 
abo u t 100 feet fro m the Spring Lake area in qu estio n.

M IAM I (UPI) — President Ford and Ronald Reagan met 
head-to head today in Florida’s primary, a crucial stop in 
their drive for the GOP presidential nomination. George 
W allace, Jim m y Carter and Henry Jackson were locked in 
a three-way struggle among the Democratic candidates. 
More than one million Floridians were expected to vote 
in the South's first primary of 1976, their interest fanned 
by the Reagan Ford showdown and cam paigns by Carter 
and Jackson to depose Wallace as the king of Dixie politics. 
Rain was forecast throughout the state. 
At stake were 8 1 delegates to the Democratic National 
Convention and 66 to the GOP conclave. More important 
was the potential momentum for the winning candidates on 
the long primary trail leading to New York and Kansas City. 
Ford already has nipped Reagan in New Hampshire, was 
unopposed in Vermont and swept to an impressive victory 
in M assachusetts where neither he nor the former California 
governor campaigned. Ford waited in the White House and 
predicted a fourth straight victory. 
The President’s political adviser. Rogers Morton, said the 
win would be by a wider margin than New Hampshire. 
"It looks good,” the former national GOP chairman said 
in Orlando Monday. "It looks so good I’m afraid to predict 
it.” 
Reagan, desperately needing a victory, said, “ I hope to win 
but I can’t predict how it will go. It's a horse race.” 
On the Democratic side, Wallace forecast victory. But he 
all but conceded he couid not match the 41.6 per cent 
margin which blanketed the Held in 197 2 and sent shock 
waves through the Democratic party. 
Carter, who once boasted he would win Florida and 
dethrone Wallace, hacked down slightly on the eve of the 
primary. The 61 -year-old former Georgia governor, who won 
in New Hampshire and Vermont but finished fourth in 
M assachusetts, said he would top Jackson and trim 
W allace’s 1972 margin. 
"T h at would be adequate for m e,” Carter told reporters. 
“ M aybe we haven’t spent as much money as some of the 
other candidates in this primary but if we don’t do well in 
Florida, we have no excuses.” 
Jackson, his cam paign hyped by a victory in M assachu­ 
setts, said Monday the Democratic race was “ too hard to 
call,” but added he was getting “ good vibes” from political 
experts in the state. 
Although Pennsylvania Gov. Milton Sh app cam paigned 
extensively, he was not considered a threat to the other three 
Democrats. 
All the other Democratic candidates — including the 
liberals who shunned Florida — were on the ballot. None 
mounted a cam paign. There also was a “ no preference” line, 
which Gov. Reubin Askew and some other state Democratic 
leaders were marking. 
All the candidates completed their Florida cam paigns 
Monday, but Reagan and Wallace hustled votes in Illinois 
— which holds its primary next Tuesday — and Carter 
politicked in North Carolina in advance of that state’s 
March 23 primary. 


Patty Queen of the 
SLA, Criminologist Says 


SA N FR A N C ISC O (UPI) 
— Patricia H earst’s kidnapers 
treated her as “ queen” of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
because of the media attention 
she brought them, says a crim ­ 
inologist testifying at her hank 
robbery trial. 
Dr. Joel Fort of San Francis­ 
co said the newspaper heiress 
joined the SLA within a month 
of her abduction and willingly 
participated 
in the 
holdup 
because she was ripe for con­ 
version to an exciting new life­ 
style. 
“ Something was m issing in 
her life,” he said. 
Fort said Miss H earst was 
bored and dissatisfied and felt 
her life lacked a sense of mean 
ing. As a result, he said, she 
was impressed by the willing­ 
ness of SLA members to die for 
their beliefs. 


He depicted Miss H earst as 
a rebellious teen-ager who took 
drugs, disliked her parents, 
engaged in sex at 15 , fought 
with teachers, was bored with 
her fiance and lied to get out 
of tight spots. 


Fort faced a stormy crossex­ 
amination today from defense 
attorney F. Lee Bailey, who 
shouted accusations at him 
during preliminary question­ 
ing last week. 


Fort was asked by prosecutor 
Jam es Browning Jr. if Miss 
Hearst was. as the defense 
claims, “ the only soldier in an 
army of generals?" 


“ No, 
I think she was a 
queen," he said. 


E x p la in in g th at rem ark, 
Fort said he believed both 
Miss Hearst and her kidnapers 
became so excited at the im ­ 
pact they were making in the 
news media throughout the 
world that she became a key 
figure in their group. 


“ She did not participate in 
the bank robbery out of fear of 
her life,” he testified. “ She did 
it voluntarily as a member of 


the SL A .” 
Asked about her testimony 
that she fired two weapons at 
a Los Angeles sporting goods 
store in a “ reflex action," Fort 
r e p lie d : 
“ I fin d it u n ­ 
believable." 
Fort, 
a criminologist 
and 
physician who has testified in 
27 0 criminal cases, rejected 
three 
defense 
psychiatrists' 
analysis that Miss Hearst suf­ 
fered a “ traum atic neurosis" 
because of her treatment by 
the kidnapers and joined them 
in the April 15 , 1974, robbery 


b e c a u se of ‘ ‘coercive p er­ 
suasion.” 
The doctor, who does not 
have a degree in either psy­ 
chiatry or psychology, said he 
doubted the SLA 
members 
had the skills, knowledge or 
b a c k g r o u n d 
to c o n d u c t 
thought reform. 


"They were more committed 
to violent social change,” he 
said. 
Fort said he believes Miss 
Hearst, kidnaped Feb. 4, 1974, 
was converted to the SLA 's 
philosophy by March 1 and 


did not spend 5 7 days in tiny 
closets, as estim ated by de­ 
fense experts. He conceded her 
abduction must have been ter 
rifying. 


His assessm ent of the defen­ 
dant before 
her 
kidnaping: 
"Sh e was extremely independ 
ent, strong willed, rebellious, 
well educated, intelligent, but 
not particularly intellectually 
inclined.” 
He said there had been con­ 
flicts at her parochial schools, 
particularly with nuns, and 


she rejected Roman C a th o li­ 
cism at age 13. Fort said she 
told him she had her first 
sexual relations at 15 and that 
she had a very independent 
view of sexuality and rules in 
general. 
Fort said M iss Hearst told 
him 
she 
had experimented 
with 
m arijuana, 
mescaline 
and 
LSD and 
always 
had 
“ good trips.” 
Mimi Swanton, a friend of 
M iss Hearst and her ex fiance. 
Steven 
Weed, 
told 
defense 
psychiatrists the heiress would 


"lie if necessary to get herself 
out of anything,” Fort testi­ 
fied. 
He said the defendant ex­ 
pressed a growing d issatisfac­ 
tion with Weed and was hav­ 
ing 
doubts about 
marrying 
him prior to the kidnaping. 


“ She resented his attitude 
toward her as a woman. She 
wfcs expected to cook and clean 
up for him and to be ready 
whenever he wanted sex, but 
not when she felt like it. 
“ At times she found him 
boring.” 


Reasons for Hoover—CIA Split Finally Surface 


W A SH IN G TO N (UPI) - 
An unsuccessful investigation 
of the disappearance of a pro­ 
fessor of Russian and the sui­ 
cide of a woman intelligence 
agent apparently lay at the 
root of J. Edgar Hoover’s re­ 
fusal to cooperate with the CIA 
in the 197 0s. 
This development came to 
light in the year long Senate 
S e le c t C o m m ittee on In ­ 
telligence investigation of FBI 
operations. It precipitated an 
effort by Sen. Gary Hart, D- 
Colo., to clear up the mystery 
of Thom as Riha and Galya 
Tannenbaum . 


H art's effort was disclosed 
Monday after the senate panel 
published some 1,000 pages of 
testimony from public hear­ 
ings interspersed with hun­ 
dreds of previously unreleased 
confidential documents. 


Among them was a heated 
exchange 
of correspondence 
between 
Hoover 
and 
CIA 


director Richard Helms over 
Riha's 
jxwsible 
connections 
with the FBI or CIA. 
It p re c ip ita te d friction s 
between the two which became 
so serious they led to a break 
down of cooperation between 
the two agencies during Rich­ 
ard Nixon's first term. 
A 
committee 
spokesman 
said Riha was born in Czecho­ 
slovakia. emigrated to the Un­ 
ited States and became a U .S. 
citizen in 195 2. He was an 
associate professor at the Rus­ 
sian Institute of the University 
of Colorado. 
Because he 
made several 
trips to the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe, the CIA con­ 
sidered asking him to become 
an agent. Suddenly he disap­ 
peared in 1969 and his mother 


asked the FBI for help in locat­ 
ing him. 
The spokesman said it was 
learned Riha, although m ar­ 
ried, had been involved with a 
woman identified as Galya 
Tannenbaum, who committed 
suicide by swallowing cyanide 
tablets. On her death bed, sh e, 
reportedly said she was a colo­ 
nel in military intelligence.

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Feels She’s A Priso ner o f Welfa re

L A K E K A T R IN E - He 
Kina Nettuno feels she is being 
kept a prisoner on welfare in 
New York State, when all she 
wants is to go home to Colo­ 
rado with her two children. 
Presen tly stayin g with 
friends, with no means of sup­ 
port, she has begun receiving 
funds from the Ulster County 
Department of Social Services 
out of necessity. " I can’t find 
a job. I don't want to stay here 
. . . but it seems welfare would 
rather 
spend 
thousands of 
dollars to keep you here than 
a couple hundred to get rid of 
you," said the young blonde in 
conversation with the Free­ 
man. 
Separated from her husband 
for more than a year, she had 
lived in the Kingston area pre­ 
viously before returning to her 
avowed place of residence in 
Colorado. He had "split" she 
said, and she doesn’t know 
where he is. 
Social 
Services 
claims 
it 
can't find her husband for sup­ 
port payments, despite the re­ 
cent initiation of the federal 
Parent Locator System in this 
state that requires states to 
provide this service for both 
Aid to Dependent Children 
(ADC) 
mothers and others 
who have trouble collecting 
child support payments. The 
only attempt to find him that 
she knows of is contained in a 
letter to her from the county 
welfare department that said a 
post office in Long Island had 
been tried, with negative re­ 
sults. 
While the welfare depart­ 
ment will not send her to Colo­ 
rado to get her family off the 
rolls, it might send her to 
Arizona at some time in the 
future if it can be proved she 
lived in Arizona for at least a 
year to establish the residency 
requirement there. 
Sound confusing? Wait — 
it’s more complicated yet. 
It seems that a person need 
be a resident ofNew York 
State for only one day in order 
to collect welfare benefits, but 
must be here a year to "estab­ 
lish residency." she said. Oth­ 
er states are different. 
“ They are checking now on 
whether 1 was in Arizona for a

income. 
Several 
checks have been late arriving 
He has heart trouble, and she 
is worried. 
"If they'd enforce the family 
court orders for child support, 
the state could save millions of 
dollars." she claims. Since it is 
estimated that three-quarters 
of parents who abandon chil­ 
dren send no helping funds, 
"the state encourages tmen to 
be thrown onto welfare," she 
declared angrily. 
She 
blames 
the 
millions 
tossed unnecessarily into so­ 


cial services for much of the 
fiscal problem faced by New 
York City and state. “ People 
all over the country know New 
York's reputation." she said. 
"That’s why they come here." 
Mrs. Nettuno, for one, did 
not come here for that reason; 
but that she's here, she has no 
way to leave — the young 
children must be cared for. 
So she sits in a friend's 
apartment feeling frustrated 
while the state seemingly ig­ 
nores finding her childrens’ 
father and instead spends its 
energy and money to keep her 
from leaving.

LONDON UPI — A study of 
courage has turned up the in­ 
teresting theory that nearly 
everybody will be brave — if 
the price is right. 
Aa part of new research into 
courage, coupled with access 
to wartime records, Dr.Jack 
Rachman, 
lecturer 
in 
ab- 
nortnal psychology at the In­ 
stitute of Psychiatry in Lon­ 
don, assembled some students 
who were frightened of snakes. 
This fear evaporated or was 
suppressed by cupidity when 
they 
were 
offered 
money. 
Those who would walk a mile 
to miss a reptile reached out 


If the Price Is Rig ht 


and touched them with their 
eyes firmly on the unstated 
financial inducement. 
“ A high level of motivation 
to succeed apparently plays an 
important part in engendering 
and maintaining courageous 
behavior,” Rachman com­ 
mented in an article in New 
Scientist. 
There are other reasons peo­ 
ple are brave. As part of his 
project, Rachman spoke to 
Henry Cooper, former British 
and European Heavyweight 
champion, who once dropped 
Mahammad Ali for a count 
and was only three seconds 


from the world title. Cooper 
said he never felt fear. 
Since, Rachman said, one 
definition of courage is an 
absence of fear in situations 
where it might well be ex­ 
pected to be present, this 
means that Cooper (knocked 
out by Ali for his temerity in 
the same fight) undoubtedly is 
courageous. 
But those who do feel fear at 
the menacing fists of an ad­ 
vancing adversary or in any 
other fraught situation need 
not regard themselves as cow­ 
ards. Rachman’s research 
shows it is natural to be afraid 


at times and most people 
rapidly adjust to danger and 
learn to live withit as Lon­ 
doners did under weeks of 
bombing in World War II. 
“ Most of the information (on 
courage) is reassuring," 
Rachman wrote. “ People show 
a remarkable capacity to per­ 
severe in the face of stress and 
fear. Although fear reactions 
during or immediately after 
stress are common, as in the 
air-raids, we apparently have 
the capacity to recover very 
quickly.” 
Rachman said recent ex­ 
perimental observations sug- 


gest that most important of 
the factors that contribute to 
courageous behavior is self- 
confidence. After that comes 
“ possession of the appropriate 
skill required in the dangerous 
situation” — for instance, a 
pilot’s training. Other impor 
tant ingredients come under 
the heading “ situation de 
mand.” 
“ These demands include the 
person’s sense of responsibility 
to himself and to others, the 
powerful effects of group mem­ 
bership and group morale and 
the need to avoid disapproval 
or ridicule," he said. "So, for 


example, young men will per 
severe in carrying out a task in 
front of a female audience de- 


spite the arousal of subjective 
fear.”

apparently underestimate 
their ability to cope with dif­ 
ficult situations.

ST.PAUL, Minn. (UPI) - 
Museum experts, lawyers and 
construction contractors are 
trying to figure out how to 
keep an 80-million-year-old 
skeleton from rattling and 
shaking itself apart — and who 
is going to pay for damages 
already done. 
The threatened skeleton is 
that of a triceratops at the 
Minnesota Museum of Sci­ 
ence. The triceratop was one of 
the last "dinosaurs” to roam 
the earth before all of the great 
creatures became extinct. 
‘‘It’s just priceless,’’said 
Teddy 
Kohrt, secretary to 
Marvin Miller, the museum's 
director of financial develop­ 
ment. 
The 
triceratops 
troubles 
began about two weeks ago 
when it was discovered that 
blasting at a nearby construc­ 
tion site was causing damage 
to the skeleton. 
“ We found hairline cracks," 
said M iss Kohrt. ‘‘The 
skeleton weighs about two tons 
and it is supported by steel 
rods. This seems to be one of 
the major reasons it shakes.” 
Meantime, the construction 
project has been halted while 
lawyers try to work out who is 
liable, ways to shore up the 
skeleton and who is going to 
pay for it all. 
“There probably will have to 
be a slight lifting and we pro­ 
bably will have to take ths 
triceratop off some of the pres­ 
sure points,” Miss Kohrt said. 
Museum attorney John 
Hoeschler said one method ad­ 
vanced 
for 
protecting 
the 
paleontological treasure would 
cost about $25,000 and would 
take from three weeks to a 
month to build.

In olden times, peregrines were 
restricted to nobility, ordinary citizens 
caught with the birds could be put to 
death. A pair of peregrines, therefore, was 
a gift fit for the sheikh of Abu Dhabi. 
The 
enterprising 
Angelos 
recently 
began making discreet inquiries about 
obtaining a couple of contraband falcons. 
But the word got back to the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, which assigned 
agent Larry Hood to the case. 
Posing as a falcon trafficker, he agreed 
to sell two peregrines to Angelos for $500. 
The businessman explained that friends 
at the United Arab Emirates embassy 
would help him smuggle the rare birds 
out of the country. 


Agent Hood delivered the two carefully 
packaged peregrines to the Baltimore 
airport. Angelos’ courier was supposed to 
drive them to New York City where 
another courier would fly them to the 
waiting Angelos in Athens. 


But once the money changed hands, the 
courier was arrested. The United Arab 
Emirates embassy immediately pulled 
strings with the State Dept., which tried 
to hush up the great falcon scandal. Last 
week, Angelos quietly pleaded guilty to 
violating the migratory bird treaty. 
An embassy spokesman, with a straight 
face, said the hunting falcons were in­ 
tended merely as a gift for the Abu Dhabi 


zoo. The embassy had no idea, he said, 
that it was illegal to export the birds. At 
the State Dept., a spokesman denied 
trying to suppress the story of the falcon 
thievery. In fact, he said, the department 
had refused, in writing, to intervene on 
Angelos’ behalf. Angelos, again out of the 
country, couldn’t be reached for com­ 
ment. Hood refused to discuss the case. 
A CIA spokesman said he never heard of 
the falcon program.

occasion, 
Angelos sought to curry favor with then- 
President Richard Nixon reportedly to 
gain 
appointment 
as 
ambassador 
to 
Greece. Since Nixon was more interested 
in campaign cash than in peregrine 
falcons, 
Angelos 
contributed 
approx­ 
imately $75,000 to Nixon’s campaign. But 
Watergate apparently 
interfered 
with 
Angelos' ambition to become an am- 
bassador. 
FREE LOANS: Jam es E. Smith, the 
feisty comptroller of the currency, has 
used official comptroller’s funds to grant 
interest-free loans to his subordinates. 
They regulate national banks, which have 
never been known to grant interest-free 
loans to anyone. 
Last fall, Sm ith gave his deputy direc­ 
tor, William Suman, a $14,000 interest- 
free 
loan. 
Smith 
has also approved 
interest-free loans for at least four other 
officials who work for him. 
A spokesman explained that the comp­ 
troller authorized the interest-free loans 
to subordinates who had large relocation 
expenses when they moved to Washing­ 
ton. 
The spokesman pointed out that the 
officials are prohibited from accepting 
loans for the national banks that they 
regulate. Official funds were made avail­ 
able, therefore, to avoid a conflict of 
interest, he said. 
The comptroller's $60 million annual 
operating budget is raised from dues paid 
by 4,700 national banks. Thus, the bor­ 
rowed money comes at least indirectly 
from the same national 
banks. The 
spokesman did not explain why comptrol­ 
ler of the currency officials should pay no 
interest.

Why Ja ckson Pa nics the Le ft 


W A SH IN G TON — Pa nic spreading 
through the left wing of the Democratic 
party the morning after Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson’s smashing victory in Massachu­ 
setts can be directly traced to blue-collar 
voters in working-class neighborhoods 
such as Precinct 66 in Lynn. 
These voters oppose forced racial bus­ 
ing but, unlike their brothers in Boston 
neighborhoods torn apart by the issue, 
they are not obsessed with it. That 
enabled 
Jackson 
to 
overwhelm 
Gov. 
George C. Wallace, 139 to 86, in Precinct 
66. But of more concern to the liberal left 
was its new champion, Rep. Morris Udall, 
running fifth in the precinct with only 46 
votes. 
Thus, 
liberal operatives are asking 
themselves this question: Can Mo Udall 
the early winner of the elimination con­ 
test on the party’s left by capturing the 
upper-income suburbs and college cam­ 
puses, also capture the all-important 
blue-collar vote? If so, can he do it soon 
enough to help his candidacy—say, in 
Pennsylvania April 27? The nature of 
Jackson’s win in Massachusetts suggests 
the answer to both questions may be no. 
It is not difficult to see why Jackson, 
picked for fourth place or lower by Massa­ 
chusetts politicians, finished a strong 
first. While losing to Wallace in South 
Boston and other busing crisis spots, he 
dominated most other blue-collar areas. 
Outside the busing zone, Wallace was 


somewhat weaker and Sen. Birch Bayh, 
billed as the left’s blue-collar champion, 
was breathtakingly impotent. 
More difficult to explain is why non- 
charismatic, old-shoe Scoop Jackson ran 
so well. His own explanation of better 
organization (phone banks), high spend­ 
ing and labor backing begs the question 
of his vivid distinctivenss among all those 
Democratic 
candidates 
decrying 
un­ 
employment: his opposition to busing 
and, perhaps more important, his ad­ 
vocacy of hard-line national security 
stands. The 11th hour endorsement of 
Jackson by Ambassador Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, now a symbol of renascent 
nationalism, called attention to this dis­ 
tinctiveness on foreign policy. Outside 
busing crisis areas, supporting Jackson 
was clearly the honorable alternative to a 
Wallace protest vote. 
Hence, Udall’s problem: having cap­ 
tured the liberal mantle, he must hasten 
to hide it. On Tuesday night in Boston, 
he quickly substituted the more accep­ 
table “ progressive” for the more danger­ 
ous “ liberal” in describing himself. But 
some advisers say he must stop self- 
identification in any way as left of center 
now that all his opponents on the left are 
gone or going. 
But shedding labels will not answer 
Udall’s problems. While he can outbid 
Jackson in promising jobs, he cannot 
become Pat Moynihan’s soul partner or 


even jettison his pro-busing position. 
The answer, emerging among liberals 
once Jackson’s victory became apparent 
Tuesday night: attack Scoop Jackson. 
One political operative from organized 
labor’s left wing encountered Alan Baron, 
liberal activist who has been busy under­ 
mining Jim m y Carter’s campaign, in the 
corridors of Boston’s Copley Plaza Hotel 
Tuesday night. His message to Baron was 
to 
get 
off 
Carter’s 
back 
and 
onto 
Jackson’s. 
But Jackson is not nearly so vulnerable 
as Carter. In contrast to sphinx-like 
Carter, his positions are clear, his past an 
open book. Far more important, Jackson 
is the clear favorite for the large bag of 
delegates in New York April 6, which 
would give him further momentum. Un­ 
less Udall can quickly generate blue- 
collar support, his only favorable primary 
in the foreseeable future is Wisconsin’s 
“beauty contest” April 6, no longer bind­ 
ing on delegates and sure to be obscured 
by the same day’s New York results. 
Accordingly, some liberals feel their 
best hope to cripple Jackson is not Udall 
but Jim m y Carter, whose fourth place in 
Massachusetts 
reflects 
the 
gradually 
building 
criticism 
of 
his 
credibility. 
Although Carter’s voters so far have 
tended to be right of center, many of his 
state managers are McGovernite veter­ 
ans. If Carter, a Vietnam hawk, responds 
to his Massachusetts loss by more sharply 


defining his fuzzy centrist positions an 
moving left, he might pick up diehar 
doves who, 
paradoxically, 
will nev« 
forgive Jackson for supporting the U.i 
effort in Vietnam. 
Hampering this course, however, man 
tastemakers on the party’s left clearl 
regard Jackson as the lesser evil to Carti 
—a man they disagree with but like an 
trust. 
Baron, 
veteran 
liberal 
leadi 
Joseph Rauh and Sen. George McGovei 
himself are all in this category. 
Indeed, some leaders of the old liberi 
establishment believe their salvation 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey. But Humphrey 
candidacy always has been predicated c 
a Jackson collapse. Key labor leader 
privately prepared to abandon Jacksi 
for Humphrey after a poor showing 
Massachusetts, Wednesday morning we 
telephoning congratulations and affirr 
ing their loyalty. 
Consequently, the basic question 
Democratic politics may be whether N 
Udall, who has generated sparkling ma 
netism in the suburban salon, can trar 
port it to the neighborhood saloon witho 
deserting the orthodoxies of the left. T 
question arises because Scoop Jacksc 
without benefit of charisma, manag 
Tuesday to combine bread-and-butl 
liberalism, a nationalistic foreign poli 
and public concern for the white majori 
into a highly respectable and effecti 
victory.

Standard Deductio n Is Up fo r 19 75

Becau se of the higher standard dedu ctions, mil­ 
lions of y ou with larger gmaa incomes in ’7 6 than 
in '7 4 may atill not hav e enou gh to requ ire y ou to 
file a tax retu rn this spring. 
If y ou had tax es withheld from y ou r wages, y ou 
mu st file a retu rn ev en thou gh y ou r income is below 
the lev el requ iring filing — in order o obtain y ou r 
refu nd. Bu t for the millions of y ou who are retired, 
the higher grosa-income requ irements for filing a ’7 5 
retu rn can sav e y ou the trou ble and the ex pense o f 
filing a retu rn this y ear. 
The following figu res show y ou the minimu m 
gross tax able income that requ ires y ou to file a 
retu rn. If y ou r tax able gross income is below this 
amou nt, y ou don't hav e to file. Note: tax -ex empt 
income su ch as y ou r Social Ser irity benefits, 
u nemploy ment insu rance, the like — is not in­ 
clu ded in gross income. 
Married, filing jointly , liv ing together at the end 
of 197 5 (or at death of hu sband or wife) minimu m 
for filing: both u nder 66, $3,400; both 65 or u nder, 
$4,900; one 65 or ov er, $4,150. 
Single (legally separated, div orced or married bu t 
liv ing apart from spou se) minimu m for filing: u nder 
65, $2,350; 65 or ov er, $3,100. 
Another important break y ou ’ll find in y ou r ’7 6 
retu rn is a new, flat $30 credit for each ex emption 
y ou are entitled to claim, other than ex emptions

claimed for blindness or being 65 or ov er. 
This is a credit against y ou r tax , not ju st a 
dedu ction from y ou r income. For instance, say y ou 
are u nder 65, married, hav e three children. You first 
cu t y ou r ’7 5 tax es by dedu cting from y ou r income 
a total of $3,7 50 ex emptions for y ou rself, y ou r wife 
and three children (fiv e ex emptions worth $7 50 
each). 
Then, in addition, y ou take a $30 credit gainst 
y ou r tax for each of y ou r fiv e ex emptions, or total 
credit of $160. Thu s, if y ou r tax figu red in the u su al 
way comes to $1,200, y ou apply y ou r $150 credit to 
this tax — so y ou owe the 1RS only $1,050. If this 
credit tu rns ou t to be more than y ou r tax , the ex cess 
doesn't help y ou in any way . 


For '7 5, the tax break that first was made 
av ailable on y ou r '7 4 retu rn for qu alified political 
contribu tions y ou made du ring 197 4 was ex tended 
and dou bled. You can claim a credit for one-half of 
qu alified political contribu tions y ou made in 197 5. 
The max imu m is $100 if y ou are married filing a 
joint retu rn; u p to $50 if y ou fall in any other 
category . If, say , y ou are a married person filing a 
joint retu rn and y ou made qu alified political con­ 
tribu tions of $100 or more last y ear, y ou can claim 
a credit of $50 on y ou r ’7 5 retu rn. 


The law also dou bled the option of dedu cting 
political contribu tions instead of taking a credit. If 


y ou are married and filing a joint retu rn, y oCi can 
dedu ct u p to $200 of political contribu tions; if y ou 
fall in any other category , y ou can dedu ct u f> to 
$ 1 0 0. 
Bu t while the credit can be taken ev en if y ou u se 
the standard dedu ction, the political contribu tion 
dedu ction can be claimed only if y ou itemize y ou r 
dedu ctions. Whether y ou shou ld claim a credit or 
a dedu ction will depend on y ou r income bracket. 


Say y ou are u nmarried, in the 60 per cent tax 
bracket and y ou made a political contribu tion of 
$100 in 197 5. Claiming a dedu ction wou ld sav e y ou 
$60 in tax es as against $50 if y ou take a credit. Bu t 
say y ou are in the 42 per cent tax bracket and y ou 
contribu ted $200. A dedu ction wou ld sav e y ou $84; 
a credit, only $50.

Political ex pediency often is 
the mother of legislativ e in­ 
v ention. Bu t, if y ou happen to 
be retired or thinking of retir­ 
ing, y ou ain’t seen nothing y et. 
Liberals and labor u nions in 
197 4 persu aded Congress to 
pass a law reforming “priv ate” 
pension 
plans set 
u p 
by 
thou sands of companies for 
millions of employ es. At the 
same time, Congress began 
stu dy ing how the same reforms 
shou ld be ex tended to "pu b­ 
lic” pension plans set u p by 
thou sands of towns, cities and 
states for millions of their em­ 
ploy es. 
Bills hav e been introdu ced 
in the Hou se by Reps. John 
Dent, D-Pa., a former u nion 
official, and John Erlenbom, 
R-Ill., to protect mu nicipal 
and state employ es from pu b- 
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lie pension fu nd abu ses. Re­ 
cently , Dent and Erlenbom 
held hearings in San Francis­ 
co, Chicago and Hartford to 
hear horror stories abou t pu b­ 
lic pension fu nd abu ses. 
Meanwhile, back in Wash­ 
ington, liberals and labor u n­ 
ions qu ietly are pu shing 
throu gh Congress a v ery dif­ 
ferent bill. The bill will legal­ 
ize what qu ite possibly is the 
biggest pu blic pension fu nd 
abu se in history . 
The mother of this ex pedient 
inv ention is, of cou rse, the 
attempt to bail ou t New York 
City . 
A basic ru le of pension fu nd 
adm inistration alway s has 
been that pension fu nd assets 
shou ld be managed pru dently 
for the ex clu siv e benefit of 
employ es who hav e retired or 
will do so. The 197 4 law rein­ 
forced the ru le that priv ate 
pension fu nd billions can’t be 
su nk into risky inv estments 
that benefit employ ers and 
jeopardize retirees. 
The ru le obv iou sly was v io­ 
lated by the plan concocted 
last fall by the White Hou se, 
Congress and New York State 
to bail ou t New York City . The 
plan requ ires fiv e New York 
City pension fu nds to inv est 
$2.5 
billion 
in 
mu nicipal 
bonds. The pension fu nds 
mu st 
sell sou nd corporate 
bonds to bu y mu nicipal bonds 
so u nsou nd that nobody else 
will bu y them. 
The bailou t bonanza wou ld 
hav e v iolated the pension re­ 
form law, if the 197 4 law ap­ 
plied to pu blic pension fu nds. 
It doesn’t and now probably 
nev er will.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (KFS) — The two Democratic senators 
and one congressman who are activ ely seeking the presidency 
this y ear are so bu sy campaigning they are of necessity ignoring 
their legislativ e du ties in the nation’s capital. 


Su ch absenteeism in Congress is a regu lar occu rrence ev ery 
presidential y ear; senators hav e been competing for their 
party ’s nomination on practically v ery election since the nation 
was fou nded. 
Dub io us Ho no r 


Bu t this y ear the problem has so irked Hou se Minority 
Leader John Rhodes, R-Ariz., that he has asked Congress to 
do something to stop the practice. What he has proposed takes 
the prize for the most ridicu lou s idea of the y ear — a du biou s 
honor for which there is alway s stiff competition on Capitol 
Hill. 
Rhodes is normally a cau tiou s and sensible man, not 
pnrtinilarly nntmi for imagination or a thirst for reform. Bu t 
his own party happens not to hav e a congressman n the 
presidential race this y ear, so he is complaining only abou t 
Democrats, one of whom is a foe from his home state. And he 
seems to confirm the old warning that it is wise to beware of 
au thors peddling books; he is pu blishing a book in May abou t 
Congress called, “The Fu tile Sy stem.” 


Rhodes has no presidential aspirations of his own, and 
apparently he wants to fix it so that no other congressman can 
hav e any either. He and Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., hav e 
introdu ced a constitu tional amendment to prohibit members 
of Congress from ru nning for president while they are serv ing 
as incu mbents in either the Hou se of Representativ es or the 
Senate. 
In effect, the Rhodes-Goldwater proposal wou ld eliminate 535 
ex perienced politicians, among the most qu alified in the 
cou ntry , from competing for the White Hou se. It wou ld restrict 
the presidency to gov ernors, lesser political figu res, members 
of non-political professions, or congressmen who had retired to 
priv ate life or been defeated. 


Sid e-Step 


If Rhodes and Goldwater had made their proposal in any 
other form than a constitu tional amendment, which wou ld 
requ ire ratification of three-fou rth of the states, it wou ld almost 
certainly be dismissed as illegal by the cou rts. 


As a practical matter, the proposed amendment has little 
chance of being passed. One Sou thern conserv ativ e senator, 
discu ssing the idea, cou ld hardly stop lau ghing. “It’s the most 
absu rd thing I ev er heard of,” he said. “Who will v ote for it? 
There are at least 51 men in the Senate right now who dream 
of ru nning for president." 


and Congress belatedly hav e 
discov ered that the bailou t 
plan does v iolate an old tax 
law. Tax law say s that pu blic 
as well as priv ate pension 
fu nds mu st be inv ested 
pru dently for the ex clu siv e 
benefit of retirees. Pension 
fu nds not managed pru dently 
lose their tax ex emptions. 
Therefore, New York City 
pension fu nds stand to lose 
their tax ex emptions by in­ 
v esting billions in risky bonds 
for the benefit not of retirees 
bu t of the city .

New York police and other 
u nions su pport the bill 
becau se they admittedly are 
more interested in protecting 
jobs than in protecting retire­ 
ment benefits. The whole ideal 
of bailing ou t New York is to 
protect as many jobs as pos­ 
sible. 
The bill legalizes a massiv e 
abu se of New York pension 
fu nds withou t gu aranteeing 
that New York will be bailed 
ou t.

I am 5- 
feet-4 and weight 15 0 pou nds 
and hav e had arthritis for 35 
y ears Does cirrhosis shorten 
one’s life? Can it b e arrested? 
Is any sp ecial diet helpfu l? 
What are the sy m p toms? 
Wou ld taking iron cap su les 
ov er a p eriod of three y ears 
cau se cirrhosis? Shou ld I take 
any sp ecial medicine for it? I 
only take Indocin for arthritis 
now

Cirrhosis refers to scarring of 
the liv er. The scar tissu e 
rep laces normal liv er cells. 
The liv er may b e enlarged 
dep ending on the ty p e of 
cirrhosis and the stage it’s in 
or it may actu ally b e small 
and contracted. 
Indiv idu als 
who drink lots of alcohol com­ 
monly dev elop liv er disease 
leading to cirrhosis, b u t many 
p eop le with cirrhosis, like 
y ou , hav e nev er tou ched a 
drop of alcohol. 
Cirrhosis of the liv er can b e 
cau sed b y a v ariety of infec­ 
tions, p ossib ly ev en v iral 
hep atitis. It can also b e cau s­ 
ed b y ob stru ction of the 
drainage of b ile from the liv er 
as seen with gall b ladder dis- 
e a s e . 
It m ay a ls o b e 
a s s oc ia te d w ith c e rta in 
nu tritional p rob lems. 
The effect of cirrhosis 
dep ends on how mu ch damage 
to liv er fu nction it cau ses. The 
liv er has a wide safety range 
for its fu nctions. Mild damage 
may not hav e any significant 
imp act u pon an indiv idu al’s 
health. When sy mp toms do oc­ 
cu r, they are more often 
related to fatigu e or mild 
sy mp toms of indigestion.

at age interv als from 3 V» to 29 
months. 
Kagan

y ear 
stu dy 
that 
comp ared 
y ou ng children, who remained 
home 
all 
day , 
with 
those 
p laced in a special Harv ard- 
op erated day care center sev en 
hou rs a day , fiv e day s a week. 
“There were no imp ortant 
differences b etween the two 
grou p s,” Kagan said in a re­ 
p ort for a children rearing 
sy mp osiu m 
at 
the 
annu al 
meeting of the American As­ 
sociation for the Adv ancement 


of Science. 
"The entire corp u s of data 
su p p orts the v iew that day 
care, when resp onsib ly and 
conscientiou sly imp lemented, 
does not seem to hav e hidden 
p sy chological 
dangers,” 
he 
said. “1 ex p ected differences. 
We did not find them. It is not 
easy to say why . It is a b it of 
pu zzle. 
"Merely b eing ou tside the 
home for sev en hou rs a day for 
100 weeks does not seem to 
hav e a p rofou nd effect. There’s 
no difference in aggressiv e­ 
ness, there’s no difference in 
social p lay . There are ju st as 
many shy children in the day 
care center as there are at 
home,” he added. 
Kagan em p hasized, how­ 
ev er, that the Hav ard day care 
center p resented close to an 
ideal situ ation for the y ou ng­ 
sters with conditions that may 
not b e du p licated v ery often in 
centers across the nation. 
He said he still b eliev es poor 
day care centers can b e harm­ 
fu l to y ou ng children and he 
estimated 15 to 20 p er cent of 
day care centers in the nation 
may fall in that category . 
Among other things, the 
Harv ard 
facility 
had 
one 
caretaker for ev ery three chil­ 
dren du ring their first y ear of 
life and one for ev ery fou r or 
fiv e toddlers. The cost of su ch 
care, Kagan estimated wou ld 
b e $8 5 a week if it were not 
su b sidized.

The senator, she says, is the

highest office of the land. 
“ I've never seen him lose his 
temper or become grouchy, 
gloomy or morose,” says Mrs. 
Jackson. "And he has this 
spectacular 
ability 
to 
cut 
through all the nonsense and 
get right to the heart of the 
matter. 
Mrs. Jackson was divorced 


from Dr. William Fuller, a 
New York surgeon, in 1960. 
She and the senator were 
introduced in a Senate Office 
Building elevator by a mutual 
friend, the late Sen. Clinton 
Anderson of New Mexico, ear 
ly in 1961. Mrs. Jackson, who 
had just been divorced, was 
sterling her first day as an 
Anderson assistant. Sen. Jack­ 
son, a bachelor, held her hand 
longer than the usual per­ 
functory handshake. The 
spark was instant and mutual. 
“ We had many tea dates in 
the cafeteria,” says Mrs. Jack­ 
son. A year later, Sen. Jack­ 
son. a graduate of the Univer­ 
sity of W ashington Law 
School, proposed in the old- 
fashioned way.

BUFFALO , N.Y. (U PI) - A 
dispute over television com­ 
mercials has erupted along the 
U.S.-Canadian border around 
Buffalo. 
Although the 
border has 
been unfortified for 130 years, 
the matter has become so 
heated, there are U.S. threats 
to erect a jamming tower in 
response to a C anadian 
boycott of the commercials. 
But there also is talk of a 
compromise and a peace meet­ 
ing. 
The dispute pits the Canadi­ 
an Radio and Television Com­ 
mission (CRTC) against three 
Buffalo area television stations 
and centers on the extensive 
use of U.S. television programs 
by cable television systems in 
Canada. The Canadian sys­ 
tems simply pick the programs 
off the air and relay them. 
The 
cable 
systems 
pay 
nothing for the programs but, 
until recently, they did carry 
the commercials. Since this 
meant a greater audience was 
g ettin g the a d v e rtise rs’ 
messages, the stations did not 
complain. 
Then, along came the CRTC 
and made the Canadian cable 
systems delete the U.S. com­ 
mercials. 
Now, the Buffalo stations 
have countered by proposing 
to erect a tower that would jam 
their own programs and thus 
prevent the Canadian cable 
systems from using them. 
The controversy has its roots 
in the growth of Canadian na­ 
tionalism over the past 20 
years, 
according to Arthur 
Bowler, a professor of Canadi­ 
an history at the State Univer­ 
sity at Buffalo. 
"American cultural 
pene­ 
tration is getting stronger in 
Canada,” 
said 
Bowler. 
At 
times, he said, as much as 50 
per cent of the Toronto au­ 
dience watches U.S. stations. 
A recent amendment to the 
Canadian tax law has added 
some heat to the dispute. 
Form erly, C an ad ian ad­ 
vertisers could deduct com­ 
mercials bought on U.S. sta­ 
tions as a business expense. 
The amendment ruled this 
practice out, thus raising the 
ire of the Buffalo area stations. 
Since, according to Phillip 
Bueth, general 
manager of 
W KBW -TV, about 30 per cent 
of the advertising revenue on 
Buffalo stations comes from 
Canadian sources the stations’ 
reaction is understandable. 
“ Our programs are carried 
on 
60 
cable 
stations 
in 
Canada,” said Lester Arries, 
the general m anager of 
W BEN TV . “ That’s exposure 
to over 1.5 million people. For 
that we receive not one penny. 
We have a right to compensa­ 
tion.

Earl 
Beall,

manager of WGR-TV, “ If they 
don’t want our programs, they 
should take us off the cable

Lee Ma rvin's Ex -Friend Sues 
Cla iming Co mmunity Pro p erty 


LOS A N G E L E S (U PI) - Is 
a woman, or a man, who has 
lived with another person in a 
marriage-type relationship 
without benefit of a license 
entitled to half the community 
property when they split? 
That’s the question Holly­ 
wood divorce lawyer Marvin 
M. Mitchelson wants to re­ 
solve in a case he has taken to 
the California Supreme Court 
representing the former girl 
friend of Academy Awardwin- 
ning actor Lee Marvin. 


Mitchelson said the decision 
would affect hundreds of per­ 
sons in similar situations all 
over the state and set a prece­ 
dent for pending cases. 


The 
47-year-old 
attorney 
said the case was a constitu­ 
tional issue because it is un­ 
equal protection under the law 
to deny community property 
rights to unmarried couples 
because they lack a $6 license. 
Michelle Trióla Marvin, who 
never married the actor but 
legally took his name, is con­ 
testing her right to one half the 
property accumulated during 
the six and a half years she 
lived with Marvin. 
Since California does not 
honor common law marriages, 
she could not legally claim any 
part of the property. 
Mitchelson 
is 
challenging 
this, saying people qho have 
lived together as man and wife 
should not be denied rights 
guaranteed by law to married 
couples. 
“ Our reasoning is that the 
states have a right to unequal­ 
ly apply law in certain in­ 
stances ... such as driver’s 
licenses, being a doctor or sur­ 
geon ... in order to protect 
society. 
“ But I couldn’t see what 
difference there was to deny 
(community property rights) 
to two people who have lived 


together as man and wife but 
do not have the benefit of a 
license.” 
Three other decisions in U.S. 
district courts in California 
have been made regarding the 
division of property among un­ 
married couples, two favoring 
the case of Ms. Marvin. 
The case was first brought 
before Los Angeles Superior 
Court in 1973, but it was dis­ 
missed on a mration by the 
actor’s attorney that Marvin 
was married at the time he 
lived with Mitchelson's client 
and thus could not share what 
legally belonged to his wife. 
“ We took the case to the 
state's highest court to for once 
and all decide whether or not 
they’re going to apply this 
kind of asked for division of 
community 
property,” 
said 
Mitchelson. 
"In the Marvin case, there 
are additional rights, obliga­ 
tions and issues that have 
been raised so far. In other 
words, the whole determina­ 
tion of common law marriage 
— the Btatus of it, the recog­ 
nition of people who live to­ 


gether — is going to be the 
result of this case. 
“ The Marvin case will either 
shoot down all these rights 
(division of community prop­ 
erty) or recognize them all or 
in part." 
In 1970, California passed 
the “ Family Law Act," which 
eliminated fault from grounds 
of divorce. 
“ It doesn’t matter whose at 
fault,” 
he said. 
“ What it 
means is that property is 
divided equally — conceptual­ 
ly.” 
But the law still applies to 
married persons only. 
He said he is not advocating 
“ equal” division of property, 
but rather division of property 
according to each spouse’s 
contribution to the marriage 
relationship before the split. 
M itc h e ls o n said “ the 
elimination of fault has helped 
keep a lot of dirty linen out of 
the courts,” but with the bene­ 
fit of a marriage license, a 
spouse who has not kept up his 
or her end of the marriage 
relationship is entitled to half 
the community property. 


"That’s rather inequitable 
... we’re talking about a rela­ 
tionship. 
The 
emphasis 
is 
placed on the kind of rela­ 
tionship the parties have that 
entitle them to the division of 
these property rights, which is 
a higher standard being ad­ 
vocated for the non-marrieds 
than it is for the married peo­ 
ple.” 
Statistics show that there 
are 800 per cent more people 
living together now than 15 
years ago, he said. And it is 
these people, who enter a rela­ 
tionship without any kind of 
pre-nuptial agreement, that 
Mitchelson is concerned with.

Ygt coffee merchant Joel 
Sch ap ira of Ancram dale, 
N.Y., is optimistic about the 
future of the coffee industry 
because estim ates of cof- 
feemaker sales in 1975 show 
6.5 million drip machines, 
compared with 3.5 million per­ 
colators. 


Experts, including Schapira, 
blame the decline of coffee 
drinking mainly on poor brew­ 
ing systems, primarily per­ 
colators, 
and 
rising 
coffee 
prices caused by bad weather 
in Brazil and political turmoil 
in A frican coffee-growing 
areas. They say importers and 
manufacturers pinch pennies 
by using 
high-yielding but 
lower quality beans in mass- 
market blends. 
In 1970, per capita consump­ 
tion of coffee per day in the 
United States was 2.38 cups, 
said the Pan-American Coffee 
Bureau. By 1965, it had risen 
tp 2.75 cups; but by the end of 
last year, it had dropped to an 
estimated 2.20 cups. 
Ai the same time, the Tea 
Council of the U.S.A., Inc. 
sap» annual per capita tea 
consumption rose from 162 


cups in 1965 to an estimated 
194 cups last year. 
Despite the coffee statistics, 
Schapira said coffee sales are 
thriving at both his family's 
retail coffee and tea store in 
New York City’s Greenwich 
Village and his new wholesale 
establishment in rural Colum­ 
bia County. 


Schapira, 29, sees growing 
interest among young people 
in fresh-roasted coffees, and 
disenchantednt with “ the bor­ 
ing insipidity of mass market 
teas.” 


He is particularly critical of 
spiced blends. 
“ I see no reason why tea has 
to taste like soda,” he said. 
“ (Young people) have missed 
the fact that Keemun from 
mainland China has a great 
deal to offer without spices 
and herbs added." 
(Keemun often is sold as 
English breakfast tea.) 
“ Premium brands of canned 
ground coffee and some super­ 
market blends used to be pret­ 
ty good,” he said. A recent 
tasting changed his mind. He 
conducted the tasting prior to 
publication of “ The Story of 
Co ff ee 
and Te a ’ ’ 
(S t. 
Martin’s), a book he wrote 
with his older brother, Karl, 
and their father, David. 
The book contains history, 
legends, shopping advice and a 
few recipes for coffee, tea and 
herbal teas.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Marv in Miller and two of the world 
champion Cincinnati Red s’ highest-paid stars agree that it’s u p 
to the clu bowners to mak e the nex t mov e in baseball's snarled 
negotiations.

Mond ay . “The play ers will not strik e. We hav e offered the 
owners a no-strik e agreement for fou r y ears and they ’v e refu sed 
it. 
“They ’re the ones responsible for the situ ation we hav e now,” 
he continu ed . "Bu t can y ou see them walk ing away from a 
q u arter-billion d ollars worth of assets? I can’t and I d on’t think 
any one else can, either.” 
Miller, ex ecu tiv e d irector of the Major Leagu e Play ers 
Association, said he had no plans to tak e the case to the 
National Labor Relations Board and try to force the clu bowners 
to open their lock ed spring training camps. 
“I think the owners will open u p ev entu ally ,” he said . "What 
d o I think will cau se them to? Circu mstances.” 
In Tampa, Fla., meanwhile, Johnny Bench and Pete Rose of 
the world champion Red s said they hoped to d o something to 
break the d ead lock . 
“We’v e gotta get something going,” said Rose, who Mond ay 
cond u cted a work ou t for nearly a d ozen members of the Red s 
a t the West Tampa Little Leagu e complex . “Ou r clu b alread y 
has cancelled three spring games and we can’t go mu ch farther. 
The pitchers aren’t going to hav e mu ch time to get in shape. 
T hat’s what wins y ou the games. 
“A lot of pitchers tak e a long time to get their arms together,” 
he ad d ed . “Some d o, some d on’t.” 
Rose ad d ed that Bench, who v isited the “Tom Seav er” camp 
at St. Petersbu rg, Fla., Mond ay agreed with him and that both 
wou ld try to d o something to get the negotiations mov ing. 
Bench has signed a 19 7 6 contract estimated at $200,000 while

W ASHINGTON (UPI) —- The fresh slate of leaders of the pro 
football play ers union today awaited a sig nal from the NFL 
owners to a new barg aining approach that could lead to labor 
peace in the sport. 
Dick Anderson, newly elected president of the NFL Play ers 
Association, said he and the union’s ex ecutiv e com mittee would 
like to g et tog ether with the owners as soon as possible to try 
to end a two-y ear labor deadlock. 
The Miami Dolphin all-pro defensiv e back was elected 
president along with a completedly new neg otiating committee 
at a four-day meeting of the association’s team play er repre­ 
sentativ es. 
The deleg ates completed their working sessions Monday and 
planned to circulate today on Capitol Hill, talking with 
members of Cong ress about leg islation affecting professional 
sports in g eneral. 
Anderson noted after the deleg ate sessions ended that the 
play ers had sug g ested that they confer with the owners at the 
latters’ meeting in San Dieg o beg inning Monday , but were 
rebuffed. 
He said the NFLPA also sug g ested that New York Giants’ 
owner Welling ton Mara and Sarg ent Karch, ex ecutiv e director 
of the NFL Manag ement Council, appear for the play ers, but 
tha t proposal was rejected too. 
He stressed tha t the representativ es’ main objecting was to 
g et back to the barg aining table. 
“ We hav e an entire new sla te of officers and a completely 
new ex ecutiv e com m ittee,” he said. "Our new leadership’s total 
objectiv e is to reach a collectiv e barg aining ag reement. Tha t’s 
what our play ers want. 
“ It was the entire desire of the team representativ es that we 
succeed in a new barg aining a ttem pt and g et our problems 
settled so we can play football," he said. 
Anderson said there was discussion during the four day s of 
closed door sessions of a possible class action suit to challeng e 
the standard play er contract, but that no v ote was taken.

“ Once it went, it went very 
severely,” said one dealer. 
The pound has lost more 
than seven cents in value in 
two days’ trading, breaking 
the $2 harrier at the end of last 
week for the first time. 
It even touched $1.92 briefly 
Monday before the Bank of 
England stepped in to support 
it by buying sterling. 
Recent Bank of England pol­ 
icy 
has been to allow the 
pound to take its course and 
establish its own levels on 
w o r l d 
m a r k e t s 
w i t h o u t 
artificial boosting. 
For the American tourist, 
the new low means the dollar 
in 
Britain 
will 
buy 
more 
pounds. 
Other 
European 
travelers 
also will benefit since, for the 
first time, the pound traded 
Monday for less than five West 
German marks or five Swiss 
francs. 
Britons now will have to 
spend more pounds to buy 
imported goods. 
But 
conversely, 
exported 
goods will sell for less. Econo­ 
mists said this may result in 
increased exports and fuller 
employment. 
ccording to figures from the 
British Department of Em ­ 
ployment, 
the gross jobless 
rate in .January was more than 
1.4 million, or 6.1 per cent of 
the work force — highest rae 
since 1939.

cent a year, highest in the 
industrialized West.

Billups' Resignation Accepted by YMCA 


KINGSTON-The YMCA's executive 
board, meeting in special session Monday 
afternoon, accepted the resignation of iU 
beleaguered assistant general director, 
James R. Billupe. 


Wallace A. Pfeiffer, president of the Y'g 


board of directors, announced today that 
Billupa, the subject of a continuing con- 
troversy concerning money he allegedly 
borrowed from the Ulster County Com- 
munity Action Committee for a YMCA 
mini-bike program, had tendered hia res- 
ignation to the board of directors and that 
it was accepted, effective March 9. 


Pfeiffer said that Billups, in his 


statement of resignation, said he was 
leaving the YMCA "as a result of any of 
his activities which might have negative- 
ly affected the YMCA. 


"And more specifically, as a result of 


the publicity surrounding his activities as 
president of the board of the Ulter County 
Community Action Committee." 


Pfeiffer also said that Billups "ex- 


tended his sincere apologies for any em- 
barassment he may have caused the 
members of the board of the YMCA." 


Billups had been employed at the 


YMCA since 1971 when he moved from 
Cleveland. He was originally employed as 


> community program director's the local 


Y's first appointee to that post. He was 
promoted to assistant general director in 
1974. His salary was believed to be in the 
$14,000 to $15,000 range. 


Robert Stubbs, executive director, said 


he would assume Billups' duties for the 
present. 


County Legislator Melvin Mones, the 


county's only appointee on the UCCAC 
board of directors, said 
today 
that 


Billups' resignation from the YMCA 


came "as a surprise." Mones added that 
he has heard nothing concerning the 
possibility of Billups also resigning his 
UCCAC position. 


That organization will meet in special 


session tomorrow night at 8 p.m. at the 
surrogate courtrooms in the county office 
building for a report from it's "Re- 
organization Committee." 


Tomorrow night's meeting, according to 


Mones, is expected to deal exclusively 
with reorganizational matters. Once the 


board is duly constituted and legalized, it 
will begin to investigate the charges and 
countercharges surrounding both the fir- 
ing of David Joseph, former executive 
director and the borrowing of money from 
the organization by Billups to finance 
programs at the YMCA. 


Billups said initially that he had bor- 


rowed $5,000 from UCCAC last June to 
cover an in-coming grant from IBM for a 
mini-bike program. Subsequently both 
the YMCA and IBM denied any connec- 
tion to the mini-bike program or the

Billups. 


Billups later amended his story stating 


that the mini-bike program had been 
privately funded. He said he paid the 
money back to UCCAC through Joseph 
on Sept. 10. Asked about published re- 
ports that the money had been paid in 
November and December in two install- 
ments, Billups replied, "You'll have to 
ask Dave (Joseph) about that." Joseph,

The Problems Didn't Surprise 
Acting Fire Chief Schreiber 


(Editor's Note: The first two install- 
ments of this four-part series on city 
firemanics dealt with the views of the 
paid and the volunteer firemen. Part 
three is an interview with Acting Chief 
William Schreiber.)

KINGSTON—Appointment as actin g 
chief over two deputy chiefs senior to him 
may have come as something of a surprise 
to William Schreiber. The problems fac- 
ing the department in March of 1975 
didn't. 


"I was aware of a lack of under- 


standing," he told the Freeman last week. 
"I felt it best to clarify that situation." 


Schreiber, of course, was referring to 


the on-going disputes between the city's 


paid and volunteer fire forces. The first 
opportunity to "clarify" the situation 
occurred only a week after he was ap- 
pointed. 


Coincidentally, it had to do with train- 


ing, an area in which Schreiber and his 
training officer, Capt. Robert Priest, get 
high marks from both paids and volun- 
teers. 


The occasion was the monthly training 


session for volunteers; in March of 1975 
it was held at Central Station. Schreiber, 
without making any mention of dif- 
ferences between the two factions, made 
it clear in what was to be his first of many 
written orders that he wouldn't tolerate 
harassment on either side. "This class 
(the volunteers) is to be treated in a 
cordial manner" (by the paid men on

On April 10 Schreiber wrote the 
men, "Use of abusive language to any 
member of the department, professional 
or volunteer, will cease immediately." 


"I like things in writing," Schreiber 


says. "It lets people know where they 
stand." 


Schreiber doesn't pretend to have all 


the answers and he doesn't claim to have 
solved all the problems. "I have basically 
treated it with a little more under- 
standing. I listened to the problems. They 
were looking for answers. They might not 
have gotten the answers they wanted byt 
they got something." 


The chief said he prefers the "chain of 


command" in dealing with firemanic 
problems, "although I wanted to know 
what was going on all the time. I told the 
paid men the same thing." 


Schreiber sees Priest and his training 


program as his interface with the volun- 
teers, his conduit for communication. "I 
think the training program brought about 
a little closer link," said Schreiber. "The 
fact that Capt. Priest was a paid man 
meant he could serve as a go between 
when necessary." 


Schreiber appears less than satisfied 


with his training programs despite their 
improvement during the past few years. 
It's still a catch-as-catch-can operation in 
terms of funding by the city. A $1,000 
grant from IBM made possible the 
purchase of projectors and film equip- 
ment for training. The department got 
some surplus foam at bargain basement 
prices so they could practice oil and 
electrical fire fighting. 


Schreiber includes both paids and vol- 


unteers in his training programs. "It had 
been set up on a weekly basis," he said. 
"But it petered out. The training officer 
didn't have anything to work with and 
they were right in criticizing it." 


It was one of the few direct references 


Schreiber made to Wicks Hose and its 
criticism of the department's adminis- 
tration. 


He agrees that a "minority of people at 


Wicks" caused the problems but doesn't 
think the entire company should be pe- 
nalized. "I don't want the group that is 
trying to do right to be discredited," he 
said. 


He doesn't take sides in what are the 


two major points of difference between 
the paids and the vols: consolidation and 
the tow per cent money. 


On the latter issue, he offers no opinion, 


apparently feeling it is a matter outside 
his realm of responsibility as chief. 


On consolidation, he leans toward the 


paid position, at least in terms of the 
economics. "From the standpoint of econ- 
omy it would definitely be cheaper," 
Schreiber said. "The most inactive com- 
pany (Excelsior Hose) gets as much to 
maintain it as the most active company," 
(Wicks). . 


Schreiber doesn't see any real problems 


with coverage if the number of volunteer 
companies were reduced. "It's a matter of 
utilizing what you have either way. I 
don't think it would basically change that 
much." 


Schreiber doesn't see it happening, 


though, at least not in the immediate 
future. "Unless they can produce enough 
facts to convince the aldermen and the 
mayor (that) this is the route to go, 
they're just spinning their wheels." 


The chief doesn't downplay the necessi- 


ty of the volunteers, however. He sees 
them as a backup force to the paid 
depaitment, to be used anytime they're 
needed. "I don't ever want a fire to get 
away just because the volunteers weren't 
called," he said. "I have definitely 
stressed to all the officers in charge, that 
they want to have enough help." 


Conversely, Schreiber wants to avoid 


the extreme. "Having sufficient 
ap- 


paratus is one thing, Having excess is 
another," he said, indicating that any- 
time a fire truck is on the road "hazards 
of (traffic) accidents are greatly in- 
creased."

"The paids could probably handle the 


majority 
of 
fires," 
said 
Schreiber. 


"There's always that one where extra men 
are needed. You need extra help." 


As for the overall situation, Schreiber, 


like most of the paids and volunteers, sees 
improvement. "I feel things are better," 
he said. "I feel the biggest verification (for 
the statement) that 1 have is when the 
volunteers tell me themselves. It's not 
twisting their arm and nobody's telling 
them to say it."

Support for 
Spring Lake 


KINGSTON—A petition by 59 homeowners in the Spring Lake area for city water 
— rejected 4-1 by the water board last Thursday night—has bipartisan support in 
the Common Council, a Freeman survey reveals. 


"I definitely would have favored giving them water,"said Alderman Peter J. 


Mancuso, D-12th Ward, majority leader of the Common Council. 


"You can quote me," said Mancuso's opposite number, minority leader Alderman 


Titus B. Sims, R-13th Ward. Sims takes the position that as long as the city's own 
water supply is assured, that the water board ahould'encourage the sale of water for 
profit to adjacent localities. "We're in a situation now where our property values are 
going down, our taxes are going up and we can't even afford a raise for employes. 
We should be looking for new sources of revenues like this," Sims said. 


Alderman Donald E. Quick, D-Sixth Ward, chairman of the Council's major 


committee, Laws and Rules, also feels that the residents of Spring Lake, who have 
been living with polluted water for at least the last 10 years, should be sold city water. 


"I feel we should give them the water," Quick said. "I think they have different 


circumstances than some of the other places who've asked for it. 


"Our city mains go right out to the town line," Quick continued, "So I don't see 


where it'd be that much of a problem. Also, we could get revenue from selling water 
and we could sure use that." 


Quick feels the Spring Lake residents appeal distinguishes their situation from 


others. "I can understand the water department not doing it for everyone and his 
brother. But these people are destitute. They've lived with this a long time. They 
really need it." 


Alderman John E. Finch, D-Fifth Ward, chairman of the Council's Finance, Ways 


and Means Committee, though sympathetic, takes a somewhat different view. "I can 
understand the water board's position in terms of responsibility to city residents." 
he said. 


"There certainly is a problem, there," Finch continued, "but I personally wonder 


what other avenues the Town of Ulster has investigated. 


"1 think the communities have to start thinking of their common interests, be it 


recreation, be it water supply or be it solid waste. I think we have common problems 
and I think the day has come to work on them together." 


The water board is already familiar with the positions taken by Mancuso and Sims, 


both having been invited to the February meeting of the board for a discussion of 
the situation. 


"I go along with Frank Sass and Jack Shienvold," Mancuso said, in reference to 


Commissioner Sass and Water Board President Shienvold. "The city has the water," 
Mancuso said. "We've gone from six million gallons consumption a day to three 
million. Like Jack and Frank said, they're in the business to sell water, so why not 
sell it? I can't see how it would jeopardize the citizens of Kingston." 


Quick adds his understanding is that the residents of Golf Terrace, Saccoman 


Avenue and Catskill Avenue who have been petitioning the city are willing to pay 
any and all expenses to hook into the city system. 


"I don't see how we could lose anything," he said. 
Residents of Spring Lake will appear before the Ulster Town Board when it meets 


Wednesday night in regular session. Reportedly, the town board is prepared to offer 
a plan whereby water systems surrounding the Spring Lake area can be combined 
into an overall water district to supply fresh water. Indications are however, that it 
would be considerably more expensive than hooking into the city system which is 
about 100 feet from the Spring Lake area in question.

NAPANOCH—Claiming that she has 
been subject to contimrng harassment 
and threats by the Ku Klux Klan and 
that state prison officials have impeded 
her efforts to protect herself, Ms. Nancy 
Loo'ri, director of volunteer services at 
Eastern Correctional 
Facility in 


Napanoch, has resigned from her posi- 
tion. 


The recent refusal by prison officials to 


allow Ms. Loori to carry a handgun on 
state property and to keep the gun in the 
prison 
arsenal 
during her workday 


spurred her on to make the decision to 
quit the post. 


She began carrying a gun to work in late 


1974. At that time she charged that the 
KKK had sent her letters through the 
prison's internal mail system, that her 
office had been broken into and that her 
car had been rammed several times in the 
parking lot at the prison facility. 


Ms. Loori told the Freeman that last 


December she discovered that her hand- 
gun had been seriously tampered with 
while in the prison arsenal, causing it to 
misfire and necessitating expensive re- 
pairs. 


She charged that prison 
officials, 


although notifed of the incident, took no 
steps to investigate it. 


"They would rather make me a sitting 


duck for the Ku Klux Klan rather than 
admit they have no control over what 
officers do in the arsenal," she said, 
adding that there are some "good" of- 
ficers. 


She said she was later told that she 


could no longer bring the weapon onto 
state property, although she feels she 
needs it for personal protection while 
traveling to and from work. She resides in 
the Middletown area. 


Ms. Loori said since being ordered not 


to bring the weapon with her, she has had 
to travel with friends who she says will 
not let her travel alone. 


She said she has been followed several 


times and has been subjected to some 12- 
15 incidents of harassment while at work 
at the prison since 1974. Threatening 
letters have been slipped under the door 
to her office and she has received internal 
telephone calls of a threatening nature, 
she said. 


Ms. Loori said she feels an arrest of her 


last July was also inspired by the KKK 
in some way. She explained that she was 
arrested while at work on a bad check 
charge out of Orange County. The check 
was only in the amount of $15, she said, 
and the charge was later dropped. 


She says the arrest was the only time 


a prison employe has ever been charged 
in such a way while at work. 


According to Ms. Loori, prison officials 


have twice offered her jobs with the 
department in Albany. She said she has 
turned the offers down because she can 
not work for an agency that is "worse than 
indifferent" about the safety of its em- 
ployes.

Zarb said Congress has been 


too concerned with energy in- 
formation, when it should be 
finding ways to achieve con- 
servation and increase 
domestic energy production. 


Testifying at a Senate In- 


terior Committee hearing, 
Zarb said a proposed bill to 
•create a central federal energy 
data bank is less necessary 
than concrete programs to 
cope with the increased U.S 
reliance on foreign oil. 


"In effect," he said of the 


bill, "we're rearranging 
furniture on the deck of the 
Titanic."

of Exxon, Texaco, Standard 
Oil of California and Mobil 
have been conferring with 
Sheik Ahmed Zaki Yamani in 
Panama City, Fla . amid tight 
security and secrecy to discuss 
the future of the Arabian 
American Oil Co.

GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) 
— Japan said today the Un- 
ited States and the Soviet Un- 
ion should extend their 1974 
agreement banning under- 
ground nuclear tests over 150 
kilotons to more countries by 
making it a multilateral trea- 
ty.

The Scenic Hudson group 


said this estimate was based 
on fueling the plant with nu-

member of the group, said the 
group has urged instead that 
Con Ed build "combined-cycle 
plants whch turn waste heat 
into electricity and steam as a 
cheaper alternative."

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A Showdown 


In Florida 


MIAMI (UPI) — President Ford and Ronald Reagan met 
head-to-head today in Florida's primary, a crucial stop in 
their drive for the GOP presidential nomination. George 
Wallace, Jimmy Carter and Henry Jackson were locked in 
a three-way struggle among the Democratic candidates. 


More than one million Floridians were expected to vote 


in the South's first primary of 1976, their interest fanned 
by the Reagan-Ford showdown and campaigns by Carter 
and Jackson to depose Wallace as the king of Dixie politics. 
Rain was forecast throughout the state. 


At stake were 81 delegates to the Democratic National 


Convention and 66 to the GOP conclave. More important 
was the potential momentum for the winning candidates on 
the long primary trail leading to New York and Kansas City. 


Ford already has nipped Reagan in New Hampshire, was 


unopposed in Vermont and swept to an impressive victory 
in Massachusetts where neither he nor the former California 
governor campaigned. Ford waited in the White House and 
predicted a fourth straight victory. 


The President's political adviser, Rogers Morton, said the 


win would be by a wider margin than New Hampshire. 


"It looks good," the former national GOP chairman said 


in Orlando Monday. "It looks so good I'm afraid to predict 
it." 


Reagan, desperately needing a victory, said, "1 hope to win 


but I can't predict how it will go. It's a horse race." 


On the Democratic side, Wallace forecast victory. But he 


all but conceded he could not match the 41.6 per cent 
margin which blanketed the field in 1972 and sent shock 
waves through the Democratic party. 


Carter, who once boasted he would win Florida and 


dethrone Wallace, backed down slightly on the eve of the 
primary. The 51-year-old former Georgia governor, who won 
in New Hampshire and Vermont but finished fourth in 
Massachusetts, 
said he would top Jackson and trim 


Wallace's 1972 margin. 


"That would be adequate for me," Carter told reporters. 


"Maybe we haven't spent as much money as some of the 
other candidates in this primary but if we don't do well in 
Florida, we have no excuses." 


Jackson, his campaign hyped by a victory in Massachu- 


setts, said Monday the Democratic race was "too hard to 
call," but added he was getting "good vibes" from political 
experts in the state. 


Although Pennsylvania Gov. Milton Shapp campaigned 


extensively, he was not considered a threat to the other three 
Democrats. 


All the other Democratic candidates — including the 


liberals who shunned Florida — were on the ballot. None 
mounted a campaign. There also was a "no preference" line, 
which Gov. Reubin Askew and some other state Democratic 
leaders were marking. 


All the candidates completed their Florida campaigns 


Monday, but Reagan and Wallace hustled votes in Illinois 
— which holds its primary next Tuesday — and Carter 
politicked in North Carolina in advance of that state's 
March 23 primary. 


Patty Queen of the SLA, Criminologist Says 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 


— Patricia Hearst's kidnapers 
treated her as "queen" of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
because of the media attention 
she brought them, says a crim- 
inologist testifying at her bank 
robbery trial. 


Dr. Joel Fort of San Francis- 


co said the newspaper heiress 
joined the SLA within a month 
of her abduction and willingly 
participated in the holdup 
because she was ripe for con- 
version to an exciting new life- 
style. 


"Something was missing in 


her life," he said. 


Fort said Miss Hearst was 


bored and dissatisfied and felt 
her life lacked a sense of mean- 
ing. As a result, he said, she 
was impressed by the willing- 
ness of SLA members to die for 
their beliefs. 


He depicted Miss Hearst as 


a rebellious teen-ager who took 
drugs, disliked her parents, 
engaged in sex at 15, fought 
with teachers, was bored with 
her fiance and lied to get out 
of tight spots. 


Fort faced a stormy crossex- 


amination today from defense 
attorney F. Lee Bailey, who 
shouted accusations at him 
during preliminary question- 
ing last week. 


Fort was asked by prosecutor 


James Browning Jr. if Miss 
Hearst was, as the defense 
claims, "the only soldier in an 
army of generals?" 


"No, I think she was a 


queen," he said. 


Explaining that remark, 


Fort said he believed both 
Miss Hearst and her kidnapers 
became so excited at the im- 
pact they were making in the 
news media throughout the 
world that she became a key 
figure in their group. 


"She did not participate in 


the bank robbery out of fear of 
her life," he testified. "She did 
it voluntarily as a member of 


the SLA." 


Asked about her testimony 


that she fired two weapons at 
a Los Angeles sporting goods 
store in a "reflex action," Fort 
replied: "I find it un- 
believable." 


Fort, a criminologist and 


physician who has testified in 
270 criminal cases, rejected 
three 
defense psychiatrists' 


analysis that Miss Hearst suf- 
fered a "traumatic neurosis" 
because of her treatment by 
the kidnapers and joined them 
in the April 15, 1974, robbery 


because of "coercive per- 
suasion." 


The doctor, who does not 


have a degree in either psy- 
chiatry or psychology, said he 
doubted the SLA members 
had the skills, knowledge or 
background 
to conduct 


thought reform. 


"They were more committed 


to violent social change," he 
said. 


Fort said he believes Miss 


Hearst, kidnaped Feb. 4,1974, 
was converted to the SLA's 
philosophy by March 1 and 


did not spend 57 days in tiny 
closets, as estimated by de- 
fense experts. He conceded her 
abduction must have been ter- 
rifying. 


His assessment of the defen- 


dant before her kidnaping: 
"She was extremely independ- 
ent, strong willed, rebellious, 
well educated, intelligent, but 
not particularly intellectually 
inclined." 


He said there had been con- 


flicts at her parochial schools, 
particularly with nuns, and 


she rejected Roman Catholi- 
cism at age 13. Fort said t.he 
told him she had her first 
sexual relations at 15 and that 
she had a very independent 
view of sexuality and rules in 
general. 


Fort said Miss Hearst told 


him she had experimented 
with 
marijuana, mescaline 


and LSD and always had 
"good trips." 


Mimi Swanton, a friend ot 


Miss Hearst and her ex-fiance, 
Steven Weed, told defense 
psychiatrists the heiress would 


"lie if necessary to get herself 
out of anything," Fort testi- 
fied. 


He said the defendant ex- 


pressed a growing dissatisfac- 
tion with Weed and was hav- 
ing doubts about marrying 
him prior to the kidnaping. 


"She resented his attitude 


toward her as a woman. She 
was expected to cook and clean 
up for him and to be ready 
whenever he wanted sex, but 
not when she felt like it. 


"At times she found him 


boring." 


Reasons for Hoover—CIA Split Finally Surface 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


An unsuccessful investigation 
of the disappearance of a pro- 
fessor of Russian and the sui- 
cide of a woman intelligence 
agent apparently lay at the 
root of J. Edgar Hoover's re- 
fusal to cooperate with the CIA 
in the 1970s. 


This development came to 


light in the year-long Senate 
Select Committee on In- 
telligence investigation of FBI 
operations. It precipitated an 
effort by Sen. Gary Hart, D- 
Colo., to clear up the mystery 
of Thomas Riha and Galya 
Tannenbaum 


Hart's effort was disclosed 


Monday after the senate panel 
published some 1,000 pages of 
testimony from public hear- 
ings interspersed with hun- 
dreds of previously unreleased 
confidential documents. 


Among them was a heated 


exchange of correspondence 
between 
Hoover 
and 
CIA 


director Richard Helms over 
Riha's possible connections 
with the FBI or CIA. 


It precipitated frictions 


between the two which became 
so serious they led to a break- 
down ot cooperation between 
the two agencies during Rich- 
ard Nixon's first term. 


A 
committee spokesman 


said Riha was born in Czecho- 
slovakia, emigrated to the Un- 
ited States and became a U S. 
citizen in 1952. He was an 
associate professor at the Rus- 
sian Institute of the University 
of Colorado. 


Because he made several 


trips to the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe, the CIA con- 
sidered asking him to become 
an agent. Suddenly he disap- 
peared in 1969 and his mother 


asked the FBI for help in locat- 
ing him. 


The spokesman said it was 


learned Riha, although mar- 
ried, had been involved with a 
woman identified as Galya 
Tannenbaum, who committed 
suicide by swallowing cyanide 
tablets. On her death bed, she , 
reportedly said she was a colo- 
nel in military intelligence. 


Hart queried the CIA. the 


FBI, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency and the Immigration 
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and 
Naturalization Sen ice 


and found that neither Riha 
nor Mibs Tannenbaum wab 
ever employed by U S 
in 


telligence services. 


"Thomas Riha," Hart said 


in a statement, "is most pro- 
bably 
living somewhere in 


'Eastern Europe, possibly in 
Czechoslovakia. He was 
sighted there in 1973 Why he 
left the United States remains 
unclear: Personal reasons were 
probably the basis for his de- 
cision to leave ... 


"The breaking off of formal 


KBI-C1A relations, in 1970 re- 
sulted not from a dispute over 
Riha himselt but from bureau- 
cratic handling of the Riha 
case by local FBI and CIA 
oiilcials in Denver."

ment will not send her to Colo- 
rado to get her family off the 
rolls, it might send" her to 
Arizona at some time in the 
future if it can be proved she 
lived in Arizona for at least a 
year to establish the residency 
requirement there. 


Sound confusing? Wait — 


it's more complicated yet. 


It seems that a person need 


be a resident ofXew York 
State for only one day in order 
to collect welfare benefits, but 
must be here a year to "estab- 
lish residency," she said. Oth- 
er states are different.

court orders for child support, 
the state could save millions of 
dollars," she claims. Since it is 
estimated that three-quarters 
of parents who abandon chil- 
dren send no helping funds, 
"the state encourages trnen to 
be thrown onto welfare," she 
declared angrily. 


She blames the millions 


tossed unnecessarily into so- 


cial services for much of the 
fiscal problem faced by New 
York City and state. "People 
all over the country know New 
York's reputation," she said. 
"That's why they come h'ere." 


Mrs. Nettuno, for one, did 


not come here for that reason;

So she sits in a friend's

Study Says Cowards Can be Heroes . . . If the Price Is Right

courage has turned up the in- 
terwting theory that nearly 
everybody will be brave — if 


• the price is right. 


Aa part of new research into 


courage, coupled with access 
to wartime records, Dr.Jack 
Rachman, lecturer in ab- 
normal psychology at the In- 
stitute of Psychiatry in Lon- 
don, assembled some students 
who were frightened of snakes. 


This fear evaporated or was 


suppressed by cupidity when 
they 
were 
offered 
money. 


Those who would walk a mile 
to miss a reptile reached out 


and touched them with their 
eyes firmly on the unstated 
financial inducement. 


"A high level of motivation 


to succeed apparently plays an 
important •part in engendering 
and maintaining courageous 
behavior," Rachman com- 
mented in an article in New 
Scientist. 


There are other reasons peo- 


ple are brave. As part of his 
project, Rachman spoke to 
Henry Cooper, former British 
and European Heavyweight 
champion, who once dropped 
Mahammad Ali for a count 
and was only three seconds 


from the world title. Cooper 
said he never felt fear. 


Since, Rachman said, one 


definition of courage is an 
absence of fear in situations 
where it might well be ex- 
pected to be present, this 
means that Cooper (knocked 
out by Ali for his temerity in 
the same fight) undoubtedly is 
courageous. 


But those who do feel fear at 


the menacing fists of an ad- 
vancing adversary or in any 
other fraught situation need 
not regard themselves as cow- 
ards. Rachman's research 
shows it is natural to be afraid 


at limes and most people 
rapidly adjust to danger and 
learn to live withit as Lon- 
doners did under weeks of 
bombing in World War II. 


"Most of the information (on 


courage) is reassuring," 
Rachman wrote. "People show 
a remarkable capacity to per- 
severe in the face of stress and 
fear. Although fear reactions 
during or immediately after 
stress are common, as in the 
air-raids, we apparently have 
the capacity to recover very 
quickly." 


Rachman said recent ex- 


perimental observations sug- 


gest that most important of 
the factors that contribute to 
courageous behavior is self- 
confidence. After that comes 
"possession of the appropriate 
skill required in the dangerous 
situation" — for instance, a 
pilot's training. Other impor- 
tant ingredients come under 
the heading "situation de- 
mand." 


"These demands include the 


person's sense of responsibility 
to himself and to others, the 
powerful effects of group mem- 
bership and group morale and 
the need to avoid disapproval 
or ridicule," he said. "So, for 


example, young men will per- 
severe in carrying out a task in 
front of a female audience de- 


spite the arousal of subjective 
fear." 


Rachman said many people 


apparently underestimate 
their ability to cope with dif- 
ficult situations.

"It's just priceless,"said 


Teddy Kohrt, secretary to 
Marvin Miller, the museum's 
director of financial develop- 
ment. 


The 
tnceratop's 
troubles 


began about two weeks ago 
when it was discovered that 
blasting at a nearby construc- 
tion site was causing damage 
to the skeleton. 


"We found hairline cracks," 


said Miss Kohrt. "The 
skeleton weighs about two tons 
and it is supported by steel 
rods. This seems to be one of 
the major reasons it shakes." 


Meantime, the construction 


project has been halted while 
lawyers try to work out who is 
liable, ways to shore up the

Henry's Vexations 


Concerning the vexations of Henry Kissinger, a few observations: 
1) The apparent effect in Europe of our insouciant failure to do 


anything at all about Angola has left us an object less of contempt 
than of mere pathological curiosity. Responsible Europeans wonder 
how it can be that the United States, which busied itself so 
industriously over a period of 25 years after the war to maintain the 
equilibrium of the world, should now abidcate so irrationally. Should 
do so, moreover, without any attention to an appropriate rhetoric of 
withdrawal. 


It isn't as though Mr. Kissinger or Mr. Ford had said to the countries 


of western Europe: "If you care to protect the continent of Africa from 
colonization by Russia via Cuba, set up your own Monroe Doctrine." 
We chose instead, through Mr. Kissinger, to announce to the Russians 
that they would not be able to get away with it. But to get away with 
it is exactly what they have done. 


2)The talk in Europe about the future of southern Africa is very 


grave. It is hard to imagine that there are any realistic prospects for 
the survival of the white regime in Rhodesia. Leaving aside for a 
moment the question whether the survival of the Smith regime is 
morally desirable, in fact the overthrow of that regime will yield only 
the single satisfaction of ushering in a government exercised by black 
rather than by white men. One cannot find anywhere, even among 
implicable enemies of Rhodesia, anyone who predicts a better life for 
the Rhodesian blacks under the new dispensation. 


One has only to look at life for the 


liberated black in Angola or Mozambique 
to know the consequences of liberation. In 
England, only the Daily Telegraph 
warns of a probable national revulsion if 
England is to be given, over BBC, in the 
coziness of the British hearth, dramatic 
scenes of the annihilation of a quarter of 
a million men and women of British 
stock. 


3) It is assumed that South West Africa 


will be the next target.and indeed the 
juridical authority of a force designating 
itself as the agent of the United Nations 
is difficult to challenge given the record 
of the World Court on the subject of 
South Africa's dominion over South West 
Africa. 


But what then? If the fever rages to go 


beyond the mandate of the United Na- 
tions, it is by no means excluded that a 
frontal war against South Africa would be 
launched. Nor is there settled opinion on 
the question who would win the war. On 
the one hand there are three million 
South Africans, tough as Swiss; on the 
other hand, they live among four times 
that many blacks, whose loyalty one must 
assume is divided. A terrorists' war the 
South Africans would almost surely win. 
Not so a blitzkreig fought with all the 
modern weapons, on a magnified scale, 
used by the Cubans in Angola. 


The ban on the sale of arms to South 


Africa by the United States, for instance, 
is 12 years old. But South Africa is not 
the Verdun at which western Europe and 
the United States wish to mobilize a final 
stand against the Soviet Union. Yet the 
consequences of the loss of South Africa 
are devastating. 


4) Fidel Castro has made fools of 


western statesmen, most notably a few 
United States Senators who were recently 
in Havana, along with the staff director 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, 


Evans and Novak 


all of whom came back talking about a 
mellow Castro prepared to join happily 
the fraternity of Latin American nations. 
His subsequent conduct has been as 
contumacious as Hitler's after 
the 


Munich Pact; and he is enjoying every 
minute of it. There appears to be no 
sanction against Castro contemplated, 
unless you count a petulant speech by 
President Ford in Miami, in the tradition 
of President Kennedy's speeches in which 
he would talk grandly to Cuban Ameri- 
gcans about their return to their home- 
land in a reincarnation. 


5) Meanwhile, reports on our dealings 


with Panama have now simply begun 
omitting, almost as if it were a matter of 
protocol, any description of the dictator 
of Panama to whom we are determined to 
hand over the Canal. He is a gentleman 
whose hero is Castro, whose economic 
mentor was Allende, who has pledged 
solidarity with the Communist world: 
and we fret and we fret, lest he think of 
us as less than disposed instantly to give 
him the Panama Canal. Maybe we should 
also give him the United States Navy? 
That would relieve Congress of the ques- 
tion of where to send the Navy to hide. 


6) And of course in China—that great 


oasis of stability created by the new Mao- 
man, on which we heap such praises as 
would have been excessive if directed to 
More's Utopia—they are girding for a new 
Cultural Revolution. History will perhaps 
record that Richard Nixon's final public 
act was to baptize the holy crusade in 
China against capitalist-readers. 


7) The criticism of Mr. Kissinger is that 


he does not tell us publicly what is really 
on his mind. Since he is among the most 
brilliant and patriotic of men, it is fair for 
the outsider to conclude that there is 
indeed sonething on his mind concerning 
these events. And we know that he has 
not spoken his thoughts publicly. 


CIA Traps Falcons 


WASHINGTON— The Central Intelligence Agency has trapped rare 


falcons in Alaska and has presented them to Arab sheikhs. For a prize 
falcon is one of the most valuable gifts the CIA can offer an Arab 
potentate who has everything. 


In some sheikhdoms, an agreement is cemented with the gift of a 


falcon. It is more binding than a handshake or a signature. 


Middle East monarchs reportedly will pay up to $25,000 for a fine 


falcon. The most magnificent are peregrine falcons and gyrfalcons. But 
because they are an endangered species, it is against U.S. law to export 
them without a permit. 


Arab falcon fanciers routinely are denied permits. But for a favored 


sheikh, the CIA can arrange an occasional falcon. Inside sources tell 
us that the CIA has wangled secret permits to export both peregrine 
falcons and gyrfalcons to the Middle East for bargaining purposes. 


For someone without the right CIA connections, however, trafficking 


in falcons can be' risky. A wealthy Chicago businessman, named 
Anthony G. Angelos, hoped to entice Sheikh Zayid of Abu Dhabi into 
a business deal by presenting him with a pair of falcons. Unable to 
get a permit, Angelos plotted to smuggle two peregrinfe falcons out of 
the United States. 


The sheikh, a swashbucking desert chieftain who heads the oil- 


saturated United Arab Emirates, is an avid hunter. His proudest 
possession is a. flock of 50 prize falcons. When he gets bored with the 
affairs of stater he takes off for Pakistan with his falcons for several 
weeks of hunting. 


The sheikh rides into the fields , with 


a fierce falcon perched on his fist. When 
he lets the falcon loose, the majestic bird 
soars to great heights, sometimes as high 
as 2,000 feet, and begins circling. 


Its sharp eyes can spot the quarry—a 


small quail, say, or rabbit— far below. 
Then the great bird folds back its wings 
and dives, hurtling through the air at 
incredible speeds of up to 180 miles per 
hour. 


As the falcon approaches the ground, it 


forms a fist with its large claws, slams the 
prey and stuns it. Almost instantaneous- 
ly, the amazing falcon opens it claws, 
clutches the prey and soars again into the 
sky. 


Experienced hunters describe the flight 


of the peregrine falcon as a breathtaking 
sight. In olden times, peregrines were 
restricted to nobility, ordinary citizens 
caught with the birds could be put tc 
death. A pair of peregrines, therefore, was 
a gift fit for the sheikh of Abu Dhabi. 


The 
enterprising 
Angelos recently 


began making discreet inquiries about 
obtaining a couple of contraband falcons. 
But the word got back to the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, which assigned 
agent Larry Hood to the case. 


Posing as a falcon trafficker, he agreed 


to sell two peregrines to Angelos for $500. 
The businessman explained that friends 
at the United Arab Emirates embassy 
would help him smuggle the rare birds 
out of the country. 


Agent Hood delivered the two carefully 


packaged peregrines to the Baltimore 
airport. Angelos' courier was supposed to 
drive them to New York City where 
another courier would fly them to the 
waiting Angelos in Athens. 


But once the money changed hands, the 


courier was arrested. The United Arab 
Emirates embassy immediately pulled 
strings with the State Dept, which tried 
to hush up the great falcon scandal. Last 


zoo. The embassy had no idea, he said, 
that it was illegal to export the birds. At 
the State Dept., a spokesman denied 
trying to suppress the story of the falcon 
thievery. In fact, he said, the department 
had refused, in writing, to intervene on 
Angelos' behalf. Angelos, again out of the 
country, couldn't be reached for com- 
ment. Hood refused to discuss the case. 
A CIA spokesman said he never heard of 
the falcon program. 


Footnote: On an earlier occasion, 


Angelos sought to curry favor with then- 
President Richard Nixon reportedly to 
gain appointment 
as ambassador to 


Greece. Since Nixon was more interested 
in campaign cash than in peregrine 
falcons, Angelos contributed approx- 
imately $75,000 to Nixon's campaign. But 
Watergate apparently interfered with 
Angelos' ambition to become an am- 
bassador. 


FREE LOANS: James E. Smith, the 


feisty comptroller of the currency, has 
used official comptroller's funds to grant 
interest-free loans to his subordinates.

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Why Jackson Panics the Left 


WASHINGTON—Panic spreading 


through the left wing of the Democratic 
party the morning after Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson's smashing victory in Massachu- 
setts can be directly traced to blue-collar 
voters in working-class neighborhoods 
such as Precinct 66 in Lynn, 


These voters oppose forced racial bus- 


ing but, unlike their brothers in Boston 
neighborhoods torn apart by the issue, 
they are not obsessed with it. That 
enabled Jackson to overwhelm Gov. 
George C. Wallace, 139 to 86, in Precinct 
66. But of more concern to the liberal left 
was its new champion, Rep. Morris Udall, 
running fifth in the precinct with only 46 
votes. 


Thus, liberal operatives are asking 


themselves this question: Can Mo Udall 
the early winner of the elimination con- 
test on the party's left by capturing the 
upper-income suburbs and college cam- 
puses, also capture the all-important 
blue-collar vote? If so, can he do it soon 
enough to help his candidacy—say, in 
Pennsylvania April 27? The nature of 
Jackson's win in Massachusetts suggests 
the answer to both questions may be no. 


It is not difficult to see why Jackson, 


picked for fourth place or lower by Massa- 
chusetts politicians, finished a strong 
first. While losing to Wallace in South 
Boston and other busing crisis spots, he 
dominated most other blue-collar areas. 
Outside the busing zone, Wallace was 


somewhat weaker and Sen. Birch Bayh, 
billed as the left's blue-collar champion, 
was breathtakingly impotent. 


More difficult to explain is why non- 


charismatic, old-shoe Scoop Jackson ran 
so well. His own explanation of better 
organization (phone banks), high spend- 
ing and labor backing begs the question 
of his vivid distinctivenss among all those 
Democratic candidates 
decrying un- 


employment: his opposition to busing 
and, perhaps more important, his ad- 
vocacy of hard-line national security 
stands. The llth hour endorsement of 
Jackson by Ambassador Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, now a symbol of renascent 
nationalism, called attention to this dis- 
tinctiveness on foreign policy. Outside 
busing crisis areas, supporting Jackson 
was clearly the honorable alternative to a 
Wallace protest vote. 


Hence, Udell's problem: having cap- 


tured the liberal mantle, he must hasten 
to hide it. On Tuesday night in Boston, 
he quickly substituted the more accep- 
table "progressive" for the more danger- 
ous "liberal" in describing himself. But 
some advisers say he must stop self- 
identification in any way as left of center 
now that all his opponents on the left are 
gone or going. 


But shedding labels will not answer 


Udell's problems. While he can outbid 
Jackson in promising jobs, he cannot 
become Pat Moynihan's soul partner or 


even jettison his pro-busing position. 


The answer, emerging among liberals 


once Jackson's victory became apparent 
Tuesday night: attack Scoop Jackson. 
One political operative from organized 
labor's left wing encountered Alan Baron, 
liberal activist who has been busy under- 
mining Jimmy Carter's campaign, in the 
corridors of Boston's Copley Plaza Hotel 
Tuesday night. His message to Baron was 
to get off Carter's back and onto 
Jackson's. 


But Jackson is not nearly so vulnerable 


as Carter. In contrast to sphinx-like 
Carter, his positions are clear, his past an 
open book. Far more important, Jackson 
is the clear favorite for the large bag of 
delegates in New York April 6, which 
would give him further momentum. Un- 
less Udall can quickly generate blue- 
collar support, his only favorable primary 
in the foreseeable future is Wisconsin's 
"beauty contest" April 6, no longer bind- 
ing on delegates and sure to be obscured 
by the same day's New York results. 


Accordingly, some liberals feel their 


best hope to cripple Jackson is not Udall 
but Jimmy Carter, whose fourth place in 
Massachusetts 
reflects the gradually 


building criticism of his credibility. 
Although Carter's voters so far have 
tended to be right of center, many of his 
state managers are McGovernite veter- 
ans. If Carter, a Vietnam hawk, responds 
to his Massachusetts loss by more sharply 


defining his fuzzy centrist positions and 
moving left, he might pick up diehard 
doves who, paradoxically, will never 
forgive Jackson for supporting the U.S. 
effort in Vietnam. 


Hampering this course, however, many 


tastemakers on the party's left clearly 
regard Jackson as the lesser evil to Carter 


• —a man they disagree with but like and 
trust. Baron, 
veteran liberal leader 


Joseph Rauh and Sen. George McGovern 
himself are all in this category. 


Indeed, some leaders of the old liberal 


establishment believe their salvation is 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey. But Humphrey's 
candidacy always has been predicated on 
a Jackson collapse. Key labor leaders, 
privately prepared to abandon Jackson 
for Humphrey after a poor showing in 
Massachusetts, Wednesday morning were 
telephoning congratulations and affirm- 
ing their loyalty. 


Consequently, the basic question of 


Democratic politics may be whether Mo 
Udall, who has generated sparkling mag- 
netism in the suburban salon, can trans- 
port it to the neighborhood saloon without 
deserting the orthodoxies of the left. The 
question arises because Scoop Jackson, 
without benefit of charisma, managed 
Tuesday to combine bread-and-butter 
liberalism, a nationalistic foreign policy 
and public concern for the white majority 
into a highly respectable and effective 
victory.

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Standard Deduction Is Up for 1975 


(Second of 10 columns) 


Because of the higher standard deductions, mil- 


lions of you with larger grow income* in '76 than 
in '74 may still not have enough to require you to 
file a tax return this spring. 


If you had taxes withheld from your wages, you 


must file a return even though your income is below 
the level requiring filing — in order o obtain your 
refunft. But for the millions of you who are retired, 
the higher gross-income requirements for filing a '75 
return can save you the trouble and the expense of 
filing a return this year. 


The following figures show you the minimum 


gross taxable income that requires you to file a 
return. If your taxable gross income is below this 
amount, you don't have to file. Note: tax-exempt 
income such as your Social Security benefits, 
unemployment insurance, the like — is not in- 
cluded in gross income. 


Married, filing jointly, living together at the end 


of 1975 (or at death of husband or wife) minimum 
for filing: both under 65, $3,400; both 65 or under, 
$4,900; one 65 or over, $4,150. 


Single (legally separated, divorced or married but 


living apart from spouse) minimum for filing: under 
65, $2,350; 65 or over, $3,100i 


Another important break you'll find in your '75 


return is a new, flat $30 credit for each exemption 
you are entitled to claim, other than exemptions

claimed for blindness or being 65 or over. 


This is a credit against your tax, not just a 


deduction from your income. For instance, say you 
are under 66, married, have three children. You first 
cut your '75 taxes by deducting from your income 
a total of $3,750 exemptions for yourself, your wife 
and three children (five exemptions worth $750 
each). 


Then, in addition, you take a $30 credit gainst 


your tax for each of your five exemptions, or total 
credit of $150. Thus, if your tax figured in the usual 
way comes to $1,200, you apply your $150 credit to 
this tax — so you owe the IRS only $1,050. If this 
credit turns out to be more than your tax, the excess 
doesn't help you in any way. 


For '75, the tax break that first was made 


available on your '74 return for qualified political 
contributions you made during 1974 was extended 
and doubled. You can claim a credit for one-half of 
qualified political contributions you made in 1975. 
The maximum is $100 if you are married filing a 
joint return; up to $50 if you fall in any other 
category. If, say, you are a married person filing a 
joint return and you made qualified political con- 
tributions of $100 or more last year, you can claim 
a credit of $50 on your '75 return. 


The law also doubled the option of deducting 


political contributions instead of taking a credit. If 


you are married and filing a joint return, you can 
deduct up to $200 of political contributions; if you 
fall in any other category, you can deduct up to 
$100. 


But while the credit can be taken even if you use 


the standard deduction, the political contribution 
deduction can be claimed only if you itemize your 
deductions. Whether you should claim a credit or 
a deduction will depend on your income bracket. 


Say you are unmarried, in the 60 per cent tax 


bracket and you made a political contribution of 
$100 in 1975. Claiming a deduction would save you 
$60 in taxes as against $50 if you take a credit. But 
say you are in the 42 per cent tax bracket and you 
contributed $200. A deduction would save you $84; 
a credit, only $50.

Bad Precedent, Bad Law from Bailout 
I 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - 


Political expediency often is 
the mother of legislative in- 
vention. But, if you happen to 
be retired or thinking of retir- 
ing, you ain't seen nothing yet. 


Liberals and labor unions in 


1974 persuaded Congress to 
pass a law reforming "private" 
pension 
plans set up by 


thousands of companies for 
millions of employes. At the 
same time, Congress began 
studying how the same reforms 
should be extended to "pub- 
lic" pension plans set up by 
thousands of towns, cities and 
states for millions of their em- 
ployes. 


Bills have been introduced 


in the House by Reps. John 
Dent, D-Pa., a former union 
official, and John Erlenborn, 
R-I11., to protect municipal 
and state employes from pub- 


lic pension fund abuses. Re- 
cently, Dent and Erlenborn 
held hearings in San Francis- 
co, Chicago and Hartford to 
hear horror stories about pub- 
lic pension fund abuses. 


Meanwhile, back in Wash- 


ington, liberals and labor un- 
ions quietly are pushing 
through Congress a very dif- 
ferent bill. The bill will legal- 
ize what quite possibly is the 
biggest public pension fund 
abuse in history. 


The mother of this expedient 


invention is, of course, the 
attempt to bail out New York 
City. 


A basic rule of pension fund 


administration always has 
been that pension fund assets 
should be managed prudently 
for the exclusive benefit of 
employes who have retired or 
will do so. The 1974 law rein- 
forced the rule that private 
pension fund billions can't be 
sunk into risky investments 
that benefit employers and 
jeopardize retirees. 


The rule obviously was vio- 


lated by the plan concocted 
last fall by the White House, 
Congress and New York State 
to bail out New York City. The 
plan requires five New York 
City pension funds to invest 
$2.5 
billion 
in 
municipal 


bonds. The pension 
funds 


must sell sound corporate 
bonds to buy municipal bonds 
so unsound that nobody else 
will buy them. 


The bailout bonanza would 


have violated the pension re- 
form law, if the 1974 law ap- 
plied to public pension funds. 
It doesn't and now probably 
never will.

It's Ridiculous 
But They'll Try 


Author's Note: A proposal by Rep. John Rhodes and Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, which in effect would bar members of 
Congress from seeking the presidency, becomes front* 
runner for the most ridiculous idea of the year award. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (KFS) — The two Democratic senators 
and one congressman who are actively seeking the presidency 
this year are so busy campaigning they are of necessity ignoring 
their legislative duties in the nation's capital. 


Such absenteeism in Congress is a regular occurrence every 


presidential year; senators have been competing for their 
party's nomination on practically very election since the nation 
was founded. 


Dubious Honor 


But this year the problem has so irked House Minority 


Leader John Rhodes, R-Ariz., that he has asked Congress to 
do something to stop the practice. What he has proposed takes 
the prize for the most ridiculous idea of the year — a dubious 
honor for which there is always stiff competition on Capitol 
Hill. 


Rhodes is normally a cautious and sensible man, not 


particularly noted for imagination or a thirst for reform. But 
his own party happens not to have a congressman n the 
presidential race this year, so he is complaining only about 
Democrats, one of whom is a foe from his home state. And he 
seems to confirm the old warning that it is wise to beware of 
authors peddling books; he is publishing a book in May about 
Congress called, "The Futile System." 


Rhodes has no presidential aspirations of his own, and 


apparently he wants to fix it so that no other congressman can 
have any either. He and Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., have 
introduced a constitutional amendment to prohibit members 
of Congress from running for president while they are serving 
as incumbents in either the House of Representatives or the 
Senate. 


In effect, the Rhodes-Goldwater proposal would eliminate 535 


experienced politicians, among the most qualified in the 
country, from competing for the White House. It would restrict 
the presidency to governors, lesser political figures, members 
of non-political professions, or congressmen who had retired to 
private life or been defeated. 


Side-Step 


If Rhodes and Goldwater had made their proposal in any 


other form than a constitutional amendment, which would 
require ratification of three-fourth of the states, it would almost 
certainly be dismissed as illegal by the courts. 


As a practical matter, the proposed amendment has little 


chance of being passed. One Southern conservative senator, 
discussing the idea, could hardly stop laughing. "It's the most 
absurd thing I ever heard of," he said. "Who will vote for it? 
There are at least 51 men in the Senate right now who dream 
of running for president." 


and Congress belatedly have 
discovered that the bailout 
plan does violate an old tax 
law. Tax law says that public 
as well as private pension 
funds must be invested 
prudently for the exclusive 
benefit of retirees.

nothing. The bill passed, 298- 
to-45. The Senate is expected 
to pass it shortly. President 
Ford will sign it. 


Ford supports the bill 


because, without it, the 
bailout plan will collapse. Lib- 
erals support the bill because, 
without it, New York City 
won't be able to tap the federal 
trough. •

unions support the bill 
because they admittedly are 
more interested m protecting 
jobs than m protecting retire- 
ment benefits The whole ideal 
of bailing out New York is to 
protect as many jobs as pos- 
sible.

LOS- ANGELES - (NBA) 


- The Japanese television 
audience has seen one of this 
country's biggest Bicenten- 
nial spectacles, before our 
people have seen it, on our 
home screens. And that seems 
to be symptomatic of the way 
the bicentennial is going. 


America has a tendency to 


commercialize 
everything. 


Christmas is just one big rush 
to the stores. Let us hear 
about anything new, and right 
away we make T-shirts about 
it. And the Bicentennial has 
become a "Buy-centennial." 


Everything, this year, 


seems to have a 200th birthday 
motif. Be ready for Bicenten- 
nial Bran Flakes, Happy 
Birthday Fabric Softener and 
Spirit of 76 Tooth Paste (in 
red, white and blue stripes). 


Most of it is patriotism for 


profit. But there are a few 
places where the Bicentennial 
flavor fits in neatly. This 
year's Rose Bowl Parade, for 
example, was built around the 
theme, "America, Let's 
Celebrate!" A parade is the 
perfect place for a patriotic 
pitch, and it was nice to see all 
those red, white and blue 
petals 


Another ideal spot for the 


Bicentennial business is the 
two Disney theme parks — 
California's Disneyland and 
Florida's Walt Disney World. 
And Bob Janni, who creates 
and directs the entertainment 
in the two parks, has come up 
with a magnificent spectacle 


"America On Parade" 


winds its way through the 
parks every day, and will con- 
tinue to do so until Sept. 6, 
1976 That means this parade 
will make some 1,300 
marches, which means it will 
probably be seen by close to 
20,000,000 people during the 
Bicentennial period 


This is the attraction that 


has already been seen on 
Japanese television That 
happened when Emperor 
Hirohito made his state visit, 
and went to Disneyland and 
watched the parade Every 
moment of that visit was 
televised back to Japan.

But Janni and 
his team have researched 
American history thoroughly 
for the event It didn't just 
happen by chance 


"We've been playing with 


the idea for five years," Janni 
says, "and working on it in- 
tensively for three years. It's 
the first time, since Walt 
Disney World opened, that 
we've done a joint project for 
both parks." 


They started out with a 


potential list of more than 2,- 


stored between parades. 


When you're doing an event 


for 20,000,000 people or more, 
you run the risk of offending 
somebody. Janni says he's 
been surprised at how few 
complaints there have been. 


"We have Mickey Mouse 


Donald Duck and Goofy as the 
fife and drum trio," he says. 
"We thought some people 
might object to that, but there 
have been none so far. 


"We knew, going in, that we 


were taking a strong editorial 


stand. We were throwing our 
patriotism on the street in 
front of millions. But we 
haven't even had any kicks 
about playing the national 
anthem.

BOSTON (UPI) - In an 


important finding for working 
mothers, a Harvard psy- 
chologist 
recently 
reported 


that good day care centers 
apparently do not harm the 
development of young children 
— a reversal from his earlier 
position. 


Only four years ago, Dr. 


Jerome Kagan was among 
those warning against taking 
young children 
from 
their 


home environment for fear the 
change would harm their so- 
cial and intellectual develop- 
ment during the critical early 
years of life. 


But Kagan said today that 


exhaustive tests into every- 
thing from language develop- 
ment to attention spans to 
relationships with other chil- 
dren did not find any substan- 
tial diffences in children tested 
at age intervals from 3 '/2 to 29 
months. 


Kagan reached the con- 


clusion on the basis of a five- 
year study that compared 
young children, who remained 
home all day, with those 
placed in a special Harvard- 
operated day care center seven 
hours a day, five days a week. 


"There were no important 


differences between the two 
groups," Kagan said in a re- 
port for a children rearing 
symposium at the annual 
meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement 


of Science. 


"The entire corpus of data 


supports the view that day 
care, when responsibly and 
conscientiously implemented, 
does not seem to have hidden 
psychological 
dangers," he 


said. "I expected differences. 
We did not find them. It is not 
easy to say why. It is a bit of 
puzzle. 


"Merely being outside the 


home for seven hours a day for 
100 weeks does not seem to 
have a profound effect. There's 
no difference in aggressive- 
ness, there's no difference in 
social play. There are just as 
many shy children in the day 
care center as there are at 
home," he added. 


Kagan emphasized, how- 


ever, that the Havard day care 
center presented close to an 
ideal situation for the young- 
sters with conditions that may 
not be duplicated very often in 
centers across the nation. 


He said he still believes poor 


day care centers can be harm- 
ful to young children and he 
estimated 15 to 20 per cent of 
day care centers in the nation 
may fall in that category. 


Among other things, the 


Harvard 
facility had 
one 


caretaker for every three chil- 
dren during their first year of 
life and one for every four or 
five toddlers. The cost of such 
care, Kagan estimated would 
be $85 a week if it were not 
subsidized.

Liver Disease 


DEARDR LAMB-I need 


your help. I have cirrhosis of 
the liver and can't find out 
anything about it. I am 76 
years old, female and have 
never used alcohol in any 
form. The doctor said my 
liver is one-half larger than 
normal. While I was 
hospitalized they did a biopsy 
to examine the liver. I am 5- 
feet-4 and weight 150 pounds 
and have had arthritis for 35 
years. Does cirrhosis shorten 
one's life? Can it be arrested? 
Is any special diet helpful? 
What are the symptoms? 
Would taking iron capsules 
over a period of three years 
cause cirrhosis' Should I take 
any special medicine for it? I 
only take Indocin for arthritis 
now. 


DEAR 
READER 
- 


Cirrhosis refers to scarring of 
the liver The scar tissue 
replaces normal liver cells. 
The liver may be enlarged 
depending on the type of 
cirrhosis and the stage it's in 
or it may actually be small 
and contracted. Individuals 
who drink lots of alcohol com- 
monly develop liver disease 
leading to cirrhosis, but many 
people with cirrhosis, like 
you, have never touched a 
drop of alcohol. 


Cirrhosis of the liver can be 


caused by a variety of infec- 
tions, possibly even viral 
hepatitis. It can also be caus- 
ed by obstruction of the 
drainage of bile from the liver 
as seen with gall bladder dis- 
ease. It may also be 
associated with certain 
nutritional problems. 


The effect of cirrhosis 


depends on how much damage 
to liver function it causes. The 
liver has a wide safety range 
for its functions. Mild damage 
may not have any significant 
impact upon an individual's 
health. When symptoms do oc- 
cur, they are more often 
related to fatigue or mild 
symptoms of indigestion. If 
the liver is badly damaged 


with lots of scarring that 
replaces too many liver cells 
then serious changes can oc- 
cur These include serious in- 
terference with metabolism 
of your food, changes in the 
blood proteins which may lead 
to accumulation of enormous 
amounts of fluid in the ab- 
dominal cavity, loss of 
appetite and even body 
wasting because of the in- 
terference with metabolism 
and nutrition 


A well-balanced, relatively 


high protein, high car- 
bohydrate diet with plenty of 
vitamins is helpful in suppor- 
ting patients with cirrhosis of 
the liver. Of course a patient 
who reaches the stage of liver 
failure, as might occur in ad- 
vanced cirrhosis, will require 
an entirely different, modified 
diet but this is in the hospital 
and I don't think you need to 
worry yourself about that. 


I doubt that taking iron had 


anything at all to do with your 
illness.

WASHINGTON - "Golly," 


sighs the wife of Sen. Henry 
"Scoop" Jackson. "My hus- 
band has so much energy that 
he bounces through life while 
less-fit people fizzle — includ- 
ing me." 


It's a significant observa- 


tion. 


Sen. Jackson, her second 


husband, is 21 years her senior 
and energetically pursuing the 
Democratic nomination for 
president. She makes public 
appearances three days a week 
— no more — preferring a low- 
key, background profile. "I'm 
the one who keeps the home 
fires burning," says Helen 
Jackson. They have two chil- 
dren, Anna Marie, 13 and Pe- 
ter, 9. 


"I know that as the wife of 


the President of the United 
States, I couldn't just dash out 
and buy birthday cards. But, 
on the other hand, I wouldn't 
have to mow the lawn, either." 


The senator, she says, is the 


world's "steadiest" man — a 
personal 
quality 
she rates 


highly for a man pursuing the 
highest office of the land. 


"I've never seen him lose his 


temper or become grouchy, 
gloomy or morose," says Mrs. 
Jackson. "And he has this 
spectacular 
ability to cut 


through all the nonsense and 
get right to the heart of the 
matter. 


Mrs Jackson was divorced 


from Dr. William Fuller, a 
New York surgeon, in 1960. 


She and the senator were 


introduced in a Senate Office 
Building elevator by a mutual 
friend, the late Sen. Clinton 
Anderson of New Mexico, ear- 
ly in 1961. Mrs. Jackson, who 
had just been divorced, was 
starting her first day as an 
Anderson assistant. Sen. Jack- 
son, a bachelor, held her hand 
longer than the usual per-, 
functory handshake. The 
spark was instant and mutual. 


"We had many tea dates in 


the cafeteria," says Mrs. Jack- 
son.

them. I think for her to com- 
ment about how often she 
sleeps with her husband is 
absolutely outrageous. If I 
were asked similar questions, 
I'd simply say, 'No comment.'

She is even reticent about

Canada Rejecting 
U.S. Television 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (UP1) - A 


dispute over television com- 
mercials has erupted along the 
U.S.-Canadian border around 
Buffalo. 


Although the border has 


been unfortified for 130 years, 
the matter has become so 
heated, there are U.S. threats 
to erect a jamming tower in 
response to a Canadian 
boycott of the commercials 
But there also is talk of a 
compromise and a peace meet- 
ing. 


The dispute pits the Canadi- 


an Radio and Television Com- 
mission (CRTC) against three 
Buffalo area television stations 
and centers on the extensive 
use of U.S television programs 
by cable television systems in 
Canada. The Canadian sys- 
tems simply pick the programs 
off the air and relay them. 


The 
cable 
systems pay 


nothing for the programs but, 
until recently, they did carry 
the commercials. Since this 
meant a greater audience was 
getting the advertisers' 
messages, the stations did not 
complain. 


Then, along came the CRTC 


and made the Canadian cable 
systems delete the U.S. com- 
mercials. 


Now, 
the Buffalo stations 


have countered by proposing 
to erect a tower that would jam 
their own programs and thus 
prevent the Canadian cable 
systems from using them. 


The controversy has its roots 


in the growth of Canadian na- 
tionalism over the past 20 
years, according to Arthur 
Bowler, a professor of Canadi- 
an history at the State Univer- 
sity at Buffalo 


"American cultural pene- 


tration is getting stronger in 
Canada," 
said 
Bowler. At 


times, he said, as much as 50 
per cent of the Toronto au- 
dience watches U.S. stations. 


A recent amendment to the 


Canadian tax law has added 
some heat to the dispute. 
Formerly, Canadian ad- 
vertisers could deduct com- 
mercials bought on U.S. sta- 
tions as a business expense. 
The amendment ruled this 
practice out, thus raising the 
ire of the Buffalo area stations. 


Since, according to Phillip 


Bueth, general manager of 
WKBW-TV, about 30 per cent 
of the advertising revenue on 
Buffalo stations comes from 
Canadian sources the stations' 
reaction is understandable. 


"Our programs are carried 


on 
60 
cable 
stations 
in 


Canada," said Lester Arries, 
the general manager of 
WBENTV. "That's exposure 
to over 1.5 million people. For 
that we receive not one penny. 
We have a right to compensa- 
tion. 


Said Earl Beall, general 


manager of WGR-TV, "If they 
don't want our programs, they 
should take us off the cable 


companies. If th-y do want our 
programs, don't just take the 
entertainment part and not 
carry the commercials."

Lee Marvin's Ex-Friend Sues 
Claiming Community Property 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Is 


a woman, or a man, who has 
lived with another person in a 
marriage-type relationship 
without benefit of a license 
entitled to half the community 
property when they split? 


That's the question Holly- 


wood divorce lawyer Marvin 
M. Mitchelson wants to re- 
solve in a case he has taken to 
the California Supreme Court 
representing the former girl 
friend of Academy Awardwin- 
ning actor Lee Marvin. 


Mitchelson said the decision 


would affect hundreds of per- 
sons in similar situations all 
over the state and set a prece- 
dent for pending cases. 


The 
47-year-old 
attorney 


said the case was a constitu- 
tional issue because it is un- 
equal protection under the law 
to deny community property 
rights to unmarried couples 
because they lack a 56 license. 


Michelle Triola Marvin, who 


never married the actor but 
legally took his name, is con- 
testing her right to one half the 
property accumulated during 
the six and a half years she 
lived with Marvin. 


Since California does not 


honor common law marriages, 
she could not legally claim any 
part of the property. 


Mitchelson 
is challenging 


this, saying people qho have 
lived together as man and wife 
should not be denied rights 
guaranteed by law to married 
couples. 
_"0ur reasoning is that the 
states have a right to unequal- 
ly apply law in certain in- 
stances ... such as driver's 
licenses, being a doctor or sur- 
geon ... in order to protect 
society. 


"But I couldn't see what 


difference there was to deny 
(community property rights) 
to two people who have lived 


rot 
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together as man and wife but 
do not have the benefit of a 
license." 


Three other decisions in U.S. 


district courts in California 
have been made regarding the 
division of property among un- 
married couples, two favoring 
the case of Ms. Marvin. 


The case was first brought 


before Los Angeles Superior 
Court in 1973, but it was dis- 
missed on a mmtion by the 
actor's attorney that Marvin 
was married at the time he 
lived with Mitchelson's client 
and thus could not share what 
legally belonged to his wife. 


"We took the case to the 


state's highest court to for once 
and all decide whethar or not 
they're going to apply this 
kind of asked for division of 
community property," 
said 


Mitchelson. 


"Iii the Marvin case, there 


are additional rights, obliga- 
tions and issues that have 
been raised so far. In other 
words, the whole determina- 
tion of common law marriage 
— the status of it, the recog- 
nition of people who live to- 


gether — is going to be the 
result of this case. 


"The Marvin case will either 


shoot down all these rights 
(division of community prop- 
erty) or recognize them all or 
in part." 


In 1970, California passed 


the "Family Law Act," which 
eliminated fault from grounds 
of divorce. 


"It doesn't matter whose at 


fault," he said. "What it 
means is that property is 
'divided equally — conceptual- 
ly." 


But the law still applies to 


married persons only. 


He said he is not advocating 


"equal" division of property, 
but rather division of property 
according to each spouse's 
contribution to the marriage 
relationship before the split. 


Mitchelson said "the 


elimination of fault has helped 
keep a lot of dirty linen out of 
the courts," but with the bene- 
fit of a marriage license, a 
spouse who has not kept up his 
or her end of the marriage 
relationship is entitled to half 
the community property. 


"That's rather inequitable 


... we're talking about a rela- 
tionship. The emphasis is 
placed on the kind of rela- 
tionship the parties have that 
entitle them to the division of 
these property rights, which is 
a higher standard being ad- 
vocated for the non-marrieds 
than it is for the married peo- 
ple." 


Statistics show that there 


are 800 per cent more people 
living together now than 15 
years ago, he said. And it is 
these people, who enter a rela- 
tionship without any kind of 
pre-nuptial agreement, that 
Mitchelaon is concerned with.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Marvin 
Miller listens and laughs.

"Oh my God, no," he comes 


back, still laughing. "That's 
the last thing I want." 


From the way he says it, 


there is no question he means 
it and the reason he does is 
easy enought to figure out. 


For one thing, he's singularly 


equipped for the job he's doing 
by long training and ex- 
perience, he obviously enjoys 
it much more than he would 
all the administrative duties 
that go with the com- 
missionership and 
besides, 


there are far less headaches 
involved. 


The money difference isn't 


that great either. 
Bowie 


Kuhn gets $150,000 a year; 
Marvin Miller 5100,000. 


Prestige? Kuhn may see his 


picture in the paper more 
often, but not lately. As ex- 
ecutive director of the Players' 
Association, Miller speaks for 
960 major leaguers now while 
Kuhn speaks for only 24 
owners. Sometimes he can't 
even speak for all of them. 
There was a time when Walter 
O'Malley was considered the 
most influential man in 
baseball. Now a lot of people 
say Marvin Miller is, so there 
you have your prestige 


Miller's critics always 


make the point he has no 
vested interest in baseball, 
and that as a labor leader, he

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wouldn't care if professional 
baseball ceased to operate at 
all. On the face of it, the 
charge is unfair because if 
there was no more pro- 
fessional 
baseball, 
Miller 


would have to look for anoth- 
er job and he likes this one 
fine. 


"That's absolute nonsense," 


he says, replying to those who 
claim he has no personal feel- 
ing for baseball. "I've been a 
baseball fan" since I was a kid. 
It's a great game and a great 
sport. As an adult, though, I 
realize it's all those things but 
it's also a business." 


Meanwhile, there seems to 


be no immediate solution in 
sight for the present standoff 
between the owners and the 
players. 


Negotiations between the 


two sides have grown stale and 
few new ideas are being offered 
by either side. Frank Lane 
isn't part of management's ne- 
gotiating team but he has 
come up with an idea which at 
least is novel. 


Why not make give the 


players an actual stake in 
management, suggests Lane. 


The way it could be done 


would be for each of the 24 
major league clubs to give 
five per cent of its ownership 
to Marvin Miller and he then 
could work it out among the 
players. 


"If you can't beat 'em, join 


'em," says Lane, now scouting 
for the California Angels. 


Marvin Miller doesn't think 


much of Frank Lane's idea. He 
says it doesn't have any prom- 
ise. 


"What he's talking about is 


profit sharing," says Miller. 
"We're the collective bargain- 
ing representative for the em- 
ployees. We are not man- 
agement, we are not 
en- 


trepreneurs. The ball clubs 
have certain prerogatives of 
their owners. They can decide 
which players to employ, 
where to locate their franchise, 
where to move it, how much to 
pay their management help, 
who is to be the commissioner 
and what to do with their 
profits. There is no harder job 
in the whole world of econom- 


ics than to define a profit. Are 
we talking about profits before 
or after depreciation? Are we 
talking about profits before or 
after taxes7 Are we saying the 
players have a right to de- 
termine the amount of their 
depreciation? Doesn't that de- 
preciation affect the profits'7" 


Occasionally profit-shar- 


ing works, occasionally it 
doesn't. It all depends on the 
owners and employees who 
are sharing the profits. As 
Marvin Miller points out, it's 
almost impossible to define 
what constitutes a profit. I 
go along with that. I also say 
it helps immeasurably when 
both parties come into court 
with clean hands, and how 
often do you see that hap- 
pen? 


Phil Wrigley, the Chicago 


Cubs' 
owner, 
has always 


treated his players generously. 
They'll tell you that 
themselves. A few years ago, in 
an effort to do even more, he 
instituted a system of raising 
their salaries monthly if they 
did well. That pleased the 
players tremendously, but 
they balked at having those 
raises eliminated at the end of 
a month they didn't do well. 


When I spoke with the 


Cubs' owner 
Monday, it 


seemed to me he sounded a 
little sad talking about how 
his players eagerly accepted 
his monthly raises but were 
unwilling to give any money 
back. 


"It always works that way. I 


should've foreseen that," he 
said.

Next Move Belongs 
To Baseball Owners 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Marvin Miller and two of the world 
champion Cincinnati Reds' highest-paid stars agree that it's up 
to the clubowners to make the next move in baseball's snarled 
negotiations. 


"There's no way there can be no baseball season," Miller said 


Monday. "The players will not strike. We have offered the 
owners a no-strike agreement for four years and they've refused 
it. 


"They're the ones responsible for the situation we have now," 


he continued. "But can you see them walking away from a 
quarter-billion dollars worth of assets? I can't and I don't think 
anyone else can, either." 


Miller, executive director of the Major League Players 


Association, said he had no plans to take the case to the 
National Labor Relations Board and try to force the clubowners 
to open their locked spring training camps. 


"I think the owners will open up eventually," he said. "What 


do I think will cause them to? Circumstances." 


In Tampa, Fla., meanwhile, Johnny Bench and Pete Rose of 


the world champion Reds said they hoped to do something to 
break the deadlock. 


"We've gotta get something going," said Rose, who Monday 


conducted a workout for nearly a dozen members of the Reds 
at the West Tampa Little League complex. "Our club already 
has cancelled three spring games and we can't go much farther. 
The pitchers aren't going to have much time to get in shape. 
That's what wins you the games. 


"A lot of pitchers take a long time to get their arms together," 


he added. "Some do, some don't." 


Rose added that Bench, who visited the "Tom Seaver" camp 


at St. Petersburg, Fla., Monday agreed with him and that both 
would try to do something to get the negotiations moving. 


Bench has signed a 1976 contract estimated at $200,000 while 


Rose has signed for what is believe to be $190,000. 


The next meeting of the owners and players is scheduled for 


Tuesday morning.

son, Mich., to serve the sen- 
tence. He was discovered by 
former Tiger Manager Billy 
Martin and signed on July 2, 
1973, the day of his parole. He 
was 25. The Tigers had 
thought he was 21. 


In his first full year in the 


majors last season, LeFlore 
batted .258 and stole 28 bases.

first round of the NCAA Mideast Regionals at South Bend, 
Ind., next Saturday, received 40 first place votes and 418 points 
from the 42-member coaches board to easily beat out Mar- 
quette for the championship trophy. 


Marquette, which lost only once in 26 outings, got the other 


two first place votes and had 376 points to take second place 
honors. Marquette and Indiana are expected to meet in the 
finals of the NCAA Mideast regional. Last year Indiana failed 
to survive the Mideast Regionals, losing to Kentucky in the 
finals. 


It marked the fourth national championship for Indiana in 


the 26-year history of the UPI ratings. The Hoosiers, coached 
by Bobby Knight for the past five seasons, also achieved back- 
to-back national championships in 1953 and 1954 under the 
leadership of Branch McCracken.

NEW YORK (UPI) — No one could quibble with the 


selection of North Carolina State and San Francisco to the 
National Invitation Tournament Monday, but it was the 
schools not picked to complete the 12-team field which created 
the element of surprise.

finish in the tough Atlantic Coast Conference and 18-9 won- 
lost mark, and freshman-laden San Francisco (23-7), runnerup 
in the West Coast Athletic Conference, were the glamour picks 
in the final six selections.

State.

New Start for Players 


WASHINGTON- (UPI) — The fresh slate of leaders of the pro 
football players union today awaited a signal from the NFL 
owners to a new bargaining approach that could lead to labor 
peace in the sport. 


Dick Anderson, newly elected president of the NFL Players 


Association, said he and the union's executive committee would 
like to get together with the owners as soon as possible to try 
to end a two-year labor deadlock. 


The Miami Dolphin all-pro defensive back was elected 


president along with a completedly new negotiating committee 
at a four-day meeting of the association's team player repre- 
sentatives. 


The delegates completed their working sessions Monday and 


planned to circulate today on Capitol Hill, talking with 
members of Congress about legislation affecting professional 
sports in general. 


Anderson noted after the delegate sessions ended that the 


players had suggested that they confer with the owners at the 
latters' meeting in San Diego beginning Monday, but were 
rebuffed. 


He said the NFLPA also suggested that New York Giants' 


owner Wellington Mara and Sargent Kerch, executive director 
of the NFL Management Council, appear for the players, but 
that proposal was rejected too. 


He stressed that the representatives' main objecting was to 


get back to the bargaining table. 


"We have an entire new slate of officers and a completely 


new executive committee," he said. "Our new leadership's total 
objective is to reach a collective bargaining agreement. That's 
what our players want. 


"It was the entire desire of the team representatives that we 


succeed in a new bargaining attempt and get our problems 
settled so we can play football," he said. 


Anderson said there was discussion during the four days of 


closed door sessions of a possible class action suit to challenge 
the standard player contract, but that no vote was taken.

Wednesday by Guthrie's spon- 
sor, Bryant Heating and Cool- 
ing Company, for her ride hi a 
Rolla Vollstedt team car as the 
No. 2 driver behind Dick Si- 
mon. 


Guthrie, in Indianapolis for 


the noon announcement of her 
entry, is no stranger to rear 
engine cars. She was clocked 
at 160 miles an hour in a 
Chevron B-16 prototype at 
Sebring, where she competed 
against Mario Andretti and 
the late Mark Donohue and 
Peter Revson. 


Janet, who grew up in Mi- 


ami, Fla., and lives in New 
York, was first in her class in 
the 12-hour Sebring behind 
the wheel of an under-2-liter 
prototype. 


The hallowed oval at Indy 


that gave fame and fortune for 
three-time winner A.J. Foyt, 
Donohue, 
legendary World 


War I flying ace Eddie Ricken- 
backer and Bill Vukovich, Sr., 
among others, provides the 
sternest test of Guthrie's 13- 
year racing career. 


Indy's 2-Vz mile track, a 


lengthy left turn all the way, 
has been a barrier for tough- 
ened drivers on the United 
States Auto Club cham- 
p i o n s h i p trail. Now, 


elected to conquer the Mt. 
Everest of motor sports in a 
bid for a spot on the grid for 
the May 30 race. 


To even qualify, however, 


Guthrie must first pass the. 
nerve-bending rookie test in 
which the first 20 laps are run 
at 160 miles an hour and an- 
other 20 laps at whatever 
speed the driver deems most 
comfortable. 


The unwritten rule, natural- 


ly, is the faster you go, the 
better chance of making the 
starting lineup on race day. 


"I think it's high time a 


woman raced at Indy," said 
the 30ish Guthrie. "I have the 
background and experience to 
handle the drive.

18th. This time Rolla decided 
to form a team of Dick Simon 
and myself. 


"I flew to Ontario, Calif., 


last month for testing and 
Dick helped me get dialed into 
these powerful machines.

Tragedy Hits 
Olympic Site 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Four 
construction workers were 
killed Monday when a hollow, 
55-ton concrete section in 
which they were working broke 
away from the main stadium 
at the 1976 Summer Olympics 
site and fell 200 feet. 


One of the four survived the 


fall but died later in a hospi- 
tal. A check of area hospitals 
showed as many as 10 others 
were admitted with un- 
determined injuries. 


"We don't know exactly 


what 
happened. 
We have 


already launched an inquiry," 
said Marcel Dion, a spokes- 
man for the Quebec govern- 
ment Olympic 
Installations 


Board, which oversees con- 
struction at the site. 


The four men, structural 


steel workers, were working 
inside the 25 by six foot con- 
crete "arch stone," when it 
broke away and crashed 200 
feet to the ground in seconds. 


"It fell with no warning," 


said one worker who was at 
another part of the $800 mil- 
lion Stadium complex at the 
time of the accident. 


The Stadium is shaped like 


a huge doughnut. Massive 
concrete sections, 
or can- 


tilevers, rise in a sweeping 
curve 200 feet from the ground. 
They are joined at the top to 
.a ring containing wiring and 
other electrical apparatus for 
lighting and timing devices. 


The cantilevers are com- 


posed of eight separate con- 
crete sections. The section 
that fell, the second to last 
before connecting to the tech- 
nical ring, protruded from the 
east end of the Stadium where 
the swimming complex is lo- 
cated.

LONDON (UPI) - The re- 
cord decline in the value of the 
British pound is not all bad 
news. It could mean a bonanza 
for 
foreign tourists and a 


needed boost for the un- 
employed through an increase 
in exports. 


In one of the most rapid 


declines 
ever, 
the 
pound 


crashed four cents against the 
dollar Monday and closed at a 
record low of S1.9425. 


1 The drop left the currency 
worth on average one-third 
less than five years ago, com- 
pared with 10 leading world 
currencies. 


"Once it went, it went very 


severely." said one dealer. 


The pound has lost more 


ilian seven cents in value in 
two days' trading, breaking 
t he S2 harrier at the end of last 
week for the i'irst time. 


It even touched SI.9- briefly 


Monday before the Bank of 
England stepped in to support 
it by buying sterling. 


Recent Bank of England pol- 


icy has been to allow the 
pound to take its course and 
establish its own levels on 
w o r l d m a r k e t s w i t h o u t 
artificial boosting. 


For the American tourist, 


the new low means the dollar 
in 
Britain 
will 
buy more 


pounds. 


Other 
European travelers 


also will benefit since, for the 
first time, the pound traded 
Monday for less than five West 
German marks or five Swiss 
francs. 


Britons now will have to 


spend more pounds to buy 
imported goods. 


But 
conversely, 
exported 


goods will sell for less. Econo- 
mists said this may result in 
increased exports and fuller 
employment. 


ccording to figures from the 


British Department of Em- 
ployment, the gross jobless 
rate in January was more than 
1.4 million, or 6.1 per cent of 
the work force — highest rae 
since 1939. 


Many financial dealers at- 


tribute the decline in the 
pound to Britain's soaring in- 
flation rate of nearly 23.5 per 
cent a year, highest in the 
industrialized West. 


Other factors included up- 


heavals in the European mon- 
ey market, such as the shaki- 
ness of the Italian economy. 


The pound's severe decline 


began Thursday with rumors 
that Nigeria, which has ex- 
tensive/'inancial deposits in 
England, was converting its 
1'imd'i from sterling because of 
a diplomatic row with Britain. 
Treasury officials denied this.

Activities Office. 


Authorities said the.victims 


had been beaten to death in 
the bedrooms of their $100,000 
home in this exclusive Wash- 
ington suburb, then driven to 
North Carolina and dumped. 


The bodies were discovered 


March 2, but it was not until 
Monday that a connection was 
made. Neighbors grew nervous 
because they hadn't seen the 
family for a week and it was 
unlike the Bishops to go away 
without telling them. 


They called a teacher of one 


of the children. The teacher 
said the child was away on 
vacation. They called the 
State Department, which said 
Bishop had gone home March 
1 suffering from flu. 


The neighbors finally called 


police, who entered the Bishop 
home to find blood spattered 
through all four bedrooms and 
a trail of red leading to the 
parking area. There was no 
sign 
of a struggle or ol 


burglary, police said. 


Bishop's station wagon.and 


the family dog also were miss- 
ing. 


The victims were identified 


from photographs as Bishop's 
mother, Levella, 68; his wife, 
Annette, 37; and his sons, Wil- 
liam Bradford HI, 14, Brenton, 
10, and Geoffrey, 5. 


Bishop had been with-the 


State Department 10 years, 
serving in Italy and Ethiopia 
before coming to Washington 
in 1971.

Judge Considers 
SST Injunction 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A federal judge is considering 
granting an injunction to ban landings of the supersonic 
Concorde at John F. Kennedy and Dulles International 
Airports until the government sets noise level standards. 


Expressing concern over whether his court has juris- 


diction, Judge Barrington Parker said after a hearing 
Monday he will decide this week whether to issue an 
injunction. 


The suit was filed by Fairfax and Loudoun counties, 


adjacent to Dulles in Northern Virginia, and was later joined 
by Nassau County, adjacent to JFK. 


The suit charges Transportation Secretary William T. 


Coleman usurped authority of the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration in deciding Feb. 4 to allow the controversial jet 
developed by Air France and British Airways to have limited 
operations at Kennedy and Dulles during a 16-month trial 
period. 


Parker said the Circuit Court of Appeals normally has 


jurisdiction to review the legality of departmental decisions 
and pointed out that the Environmental Defense Fund is 
already challenging Coleman's decision in that court 


Attorney Robert F. Flinn, representing Fairfax and Lou- 


doun, said this suit does not challenge Coleman's decision 
on its merits but only an alleged failure to follow proper 
procedure. He said the court of appeals does not have 
original jurisdiction over that issue. 


Flinn and James M. Catterson Jr., attorney for Nassau 


County, said the decision also was wrong in allowing 
landings before any noise level regulations have been set up 
for supersonic planes. 


William H. Allen, representing British Airways, and Roger 


A Clark, representing Air France, said a ban on the 
Concorde would violate treaty obligations that forbid dis- 
crimination on the basis of nationality in setting airport 
regulations for aircraft. 


Reid Again Favors Economy Over Environment 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


Environmental Conservation 
Commissioner Ogden Reid has 
issued his second major de- 
cision trimming environmen- 
tal quality standards in favor 
of economic considerations. 


The latest ruling involves 


the extension of waivers of air 
pollution standards to permit 
the continued use of high sul- 
fur fuel oil at three electric 
generating 
plants 
and 
at 


schools, apartment houses and 
industrial plants in 22 coun- 
ties. 


The rulings were made on 


applications by the Long Is- 
land Lighting Co. and Niagara 
Mohawk Power Corp. 


A few weeks ago, Reid was 


forced to back down from 
plans to force the General 
Electric Co to comply with an 
absolute state ban on dumping 
of chemical pollutants, so- 
called PCBs, into the Hudson 
River. 


Faced with the company's 


threat to close two plants and 
the layoff of 1,200 persons, 
Reid followed the urgmgs of 
Gov. Hugh L. Care\ and his 
commerce commissioner and 
approved less stringent federal 
PCB limits 


Reid, in a statement an- 


nouncing his decision Mon- 


day, noted that, "It is impor- 
tant 
promptly to develop 


criteria ai the national and 
state levels for effective control 
of the sulfate problem," 


He said the continued use of 


high sulfur fuels at two LILCO 
plants 
in 
Suffolk 
County 


would save $30 million, but 
noted that he denied use of the 
fuel at two Nassau County 
plants "to protect the public 
health " 


Still pending is a decision on 


a request by the Consolidated 
Edison Co. for permission to 
use the high-sulfur oil, which 
Commerce 
Commissioner 


John S. Dyson has urged Reid 
to grant. 


High sulfur fuel has been 


identified as a key source of 
sulfur dioxide, a major air pol- 
lutant. 


Reid said his department in- 


tends to develop criteria on 
sulfates and to hold public 


hearings during the coming 
year. 


He denied LILCO per- 


mission to continue using high 
sulfur fuel at its Glenwood and 
E.F. Barrett plants in Nassau 
County, saying that to do so 
would contribute to violation 
of federal air pollution stan- 
dards in New York City and 
would pose "a health threat.". 


•> But, he extended a waiver of 
air pollution standards 
granted during the peak of the 


Arab oil embargo for LILCO's 
Port Jefferson and Northport 
facilities and 
Niagara 


Mohawk's Oswego plant. 


Also ar,, wed was the con-, 


tinued u« 
)f high sulfur fuel 


at schools, apartment houses 
and medium-size industrial 
plants in most of the 22 coun- 
ties comprising the Northern, 
Central and Southern Tier Air 
Quality Control Regions. 


Cost factors cited by Reid 


were that the use of the lower 
cost fuel would save $30 mil- 


lion a year for LJLCO; $4 
million for Niagara Mohawk, 
and $2 million for the non- 
utility users in the three Air 
Quality Control Regions. 


Approval of the waiver for 


the Nassau County 
plants 


would have reduced a typical 
residential customer's month- 
ly electric costs about 60 cents. 


"A few cents spent for clean 


air and better health is far 
cheaper than poor health and 
countless doctors bills," D-:J

have gone head-to-head with 
the town board and the zoning 
board since 1972. They're ap- 
peared in Ulster County Su- 
preme Court on two occasions, 
and restated their case at a 
public hearing last month. 
Now that the decision is near, 
they appear less optimistic 
than ever. 


The dispute began four years 


ago, when Monell applied for a 
building permit to construct 
the ice cream stand. The per- 
mit was denied by the town 
board, and later by the zoning 
board of appeals and the plan- 
ning board. 


Monell went ahead and built 


it anyway. The town obtained 
a temporary 
injunction. 


Monell 
went 
to 
Supreme 


Court, where Justice John L. 
Larkin lifted the injunction, 


and allowed Monell to operate 
the stand for three months 
during the summer of 1974. 


Then it was back to Su- 


preme 
Court. 
After 
some 


lengthy delays, the town ob- 
tained another temporary in- 
junction, and filed papers for a 
• permanent injunction. The ice 


cream stand stood empty last 
summer while the 
dispute 


raged on. 


Thwarted by the courts, the 


Monells filed a new applica- 
tion last November. The pub- 
lic hearing was held Feb. 5. 
The town board will vote on 
Wednesday. 


On one level, the dispute is 


a basic zoning conflict. The ice 
cream stand is located in an 
area zoned for residential use; 
Monell, therefore, must obtain 
a variance. 


Further complicating the 


matter, that section of the 
town requires a minimum lot 
size of one acre. Monell's lot is 
about one-third of an acre. 


And then there's the Little 


Valley Antique Shop, which 
Monell also owns, and which is 
located on that same one-third 
of an acre. He already has a 
special use permit to operate 
the antique shop. 


Monell doesn't see what the 


problem is. "We've already 
told the town that we're will- 
ing to tear down the antique 
shop if that will make any 
difference," he said recently. 
"There's no pollution in- 
volved. The health depart- 
ment has already tested it. 
There's enough parking. This 
is supposed to be a residential 
area, but there's a junkyard 
right across the street that 
looks a lot worse than my 
place." 


More importantly says 


Monell, residents in that area 
want the stand. Some 500 peo- 
ple signed a petition to that 
effect two years ago. And most 
important, he says his family 
needs the stand: Monell is 
disabled and can't work. His 


wife would run the business by 
herself. 


But 
for the Town of 


Marbletown there are larger 
issues involved. The zoning 
law were instituted for the 
protection of all town resi- 
dents, and Monell's blatant 
violation of the 
ordinance 


could jeopardize its future en- 
forceability. 


"If the Monells are allowed 


to get away with this," said 
one town official, "then any- 
one can try to bulldoze their 
way through." 


Monell, however, says he 


built the stand without per- 
mission only to prove to town 
officials that it wouldn't dis- 
rupt the area. "What's really 
crazy about this whole thing is 
that I could build a bar or 
restaurant on that property 
and there wouldn't be any 
problem," said Monell, "but 
an ice cream stand is out." 


Mrs. Monell said that they 


have invested much of their 
savings in the project and that 
they stand to lose a lot if their 
application is rejected by the 
town board And they dwell on 
that possibility more and more 
as the day of decision nears. 


"I think they might try to 


,make a test case out of us," 
said Monell. "Maybe they 
think we need to be punished 
because we didn't follow the 
rules exactly." 


The meeting begins at 8 


p m in the town hall on Stone 
Ridge. It will be preceded by a 
7 p.m. public hearing on a 
separate zoning case.
